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the Grand Army, bat an able, upright, 
honest man—cne who had several times 
proved himself a winner in a strong Dem­ 
ocratic county. 
Mr. Morehouse, of Santa Clara, warmly 
espoused the cause of Mr. Hanscom. 
Mr. Heacock urged the claims of Mr. 
Colgan. 
The roll was called, with the following 
result: 


The Republican State Convention was 
called to order at a quarter past 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning, and the Chair at once 
announced that the first business in order 
was the nomination of candidates for Asso­ 
ciate Justice for the short term. 
Senator Megowan of Humboldt presented 
the name of Hon. John J. De Haven, of 
that county. He said that in doing so he 
knew he was advocating that which would 
be to the best interests of the Republican 
party. Humboldt had always been loyal 
to the Republican cause—she had her 
watchfires constantly burning on her 
mouutain-tops, and now asked this nomi­ 
nation at the hands of the Republican 
party as a recognition of her party fealty. 
Mr. De Haven was the only Republican 
who had ever carried that district for Con­ 
gress. Place him on the Supreme Bench, 
and he will lay down the judicial ermine 
with a clean and honorable record. 
George A. Knight seconded Mr. De Hav­ 
en's nomination. He said the man does 
not live who ever heard Judge De Haven’s 
integrity questioned, or his judicial capac­ 
ity spoken of in other than the highest 
terms. 
Judge F. H. Short, of Fresno, placed in 
nomination Judge George A. Nourse, of 
that county. The people there, he said, 
knew no north nor south—they were for 
the best interests of the entire State, and 
asked the nomination of Judge Nourse, 
knowing that his elevation to the Supreme 
bench would be an honor to the judiciary 
of the State. 
William Collier, of San Diego, seconded 
the nomination of Judge Nourse. 
Mr. Clark, of Yolo, spoke eloquently in 
favor of Judge OeHaven. 
Mr. North, of San Bernardino, indorsed 
the nomination of Judge Nourse. 
Hairy Morehouse, of Santa Clara, in­ 
dorsed Judge DeHaven's nomination. He 
said that in the Democratic district in 
which Mr. DeHaven lived, the latter was 
held in such high public esteem that no 
Democrat could defeat him for any po­ 
sition. 
C. M. Shortridge, of Santa Clara, spoke in 
support of Nourse. 
The roll-call was then commenced, but 
before it was two-thirds concluded, Mr. 
Scott, of Ventura, withdrew Judge Nourse’s 
name and aBked that the nomination of 
Judge DeHaven be made by acclamation. 
The nomination was thus made. 
SECRETARY OF STATE. 
Mr. Davis of Alameda placed in nomi­ 
nation E. G. Waite of that county, to 
whom he referred as one of the founders 
of journalism in California. Mr. Waite, 
he said, would go into office with a splendid 
reputation, and would bring that repre­ 
sentation away with him. 
Mr. Sims of Nevada seconded the nomi­ 
nation of Mr. Waite, whom he highly eulo­ 
gized. 
W. S. Moore of Los Angeles also indorsed 
M r. Waite s nomination. 
The nomination of Mr. Waite was made 
by acclamation. 
"The nominee came forward and made a 
few remarks. His tongue failed to find 
words to express tbe sentiments that welled 
up in his heart. He thanked the Conven­ 
tion for the honor conferred upon him, 
snd promised to do his full share of work 
in the coming campaign. 
STATE COSTROLLER. 
A. It. Conkling of Inyo placed in nomi­ 
nation for this office “a young man, a 
native son of San Joaquin, but now a resi­ 
dent of Stanislaus county”—9. G. Hans­ 
com.A. P. Williams presented the name of E. 
P. Colgan of 8onoma, also a native son, 
whose nomination, he said, would add 
great strength to the ticket. It would give 
the Republicans one Senator and three As­ 
semblymen in the coming Legislature. Mr. 
Colgan is a mechanic—a blacksmith—and 
an intelligent, honest man. The Demo­ 
crats had frequently charged that the Re­ 
publican pany did not look with favor on 
mechanics. Here was a fiDe opportunity 
to show the utter hollowness and injustice 
of such a charge. 
Judge Waymire of Alameda heartily 
seconded the nomination of Mr. Colgan. 
F. H .G reely, of Yuba, placed J.B . Fuller, 
o f that county, in nom ination, and said: 
Itíloto Republicans of this Convention. I am 
laboring under a cold, but I will endeavor to 
make myself heard; I usually can. I am here 
for tbe purpcse of placing in nomination a gen 
tleman for the position of State Controller, who 
is not a native son of this State, bnt he is a 
native son of the l'nit“d States a position I 
hold to be prouder than any other that can be 
occupied by any man upon this earth. [Ap 
plauae.l 1 am about to present the name of a 
gentleman, not because of the fact that be was a 
soldier of the Union and defended it in the time 
ol its tribulation an 1 danger, but because of his 
ability, bis integrity and his positive character, 
which eadear him to the heart of every Repub­ 
lican as soon as he becomes acquainted with 
him and hi» record. In view ot the eminent 
competency which I know, and every friend in 
the northern part cf the State, and every com­ 
rade in the Grand Army on this coast knows, he 
possesses, I present him as a fitting candidate: 
one who will strengthen the ticket in Dem- 
ocr.tic quarters, and especially in our district, 
where we have a large majority to overcome. 1 
claim for him that he will give as much weight 
to the ticket as any man who can be nominated 
I take great pleasure in presenting to you the 
name of ColoDel J. B. Fufler, of Yuba. [Cheei 
lug.] 
Mr. Lucas, of San Diego, seconded Mr, 
Fuller’s nomination. With this gentle­ 
man in the Controller's office, a corrupt 
Democratic Legislature would be powerless 
for evil. 
Mr. Pillsburv, of San Francisco, spoke in 
favor of Mr. Hanscom. 
Elwood Bruner, of Sacramemo, advo­ 
cated the claims of Mr. Colgan. of Sonoma, 
whose character he highly eulogized. He 
•was not only a mechanic and a member of

When the Conven'.ion reassembled the 
Chair announced that the next business in 
order was the nomination of a candidate 
for Sjate Treasurer. 
E. H. Heacock of Santa Barbara placed 
in nomination L. Racklifle of San Luis 
Obispo. 
J . H. Neff of .Placer seconded che nomi­ 
nation. 
J. A. Louttit of San Joaquin nominated 
J. R. McDonald of Stanislaus. 
Mr. Racklifle briefly addressed the Con­ 
vention, and was followed by Mr. McDon­ 
ald. They spoke but briefly, aud each was 
warmly applauded. The roll was called 
with the following result:

McDonald was declared the nominee of 
the Convention, and on motion of E. H. 
Heacock the nomination was made unani 
mons.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
H. H. Davis of San Francisco named 
George D. Collins, a native son. The 
speaker referred to him as a self-made 
man, who has had sixteen years’ experi­ 
ence in the practice of the law. Among 
those who indorse Mr. Collins are R. H. 
Lloyd, Ralph C. Harrison and other lead­ 
ing lawyers of San Francisco. 
Mr. Morehouse, of Santa Clara, placed in 
nomination W. H. H. Hart, of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Mr. Manning, of Mendocino, placed in 
nomination E. C. Hart, of Sacramento, of 
whose character and ability he spoke in 
glowing terms. 
C. T. Jones, of Sacramento, seconded the 
nomination of E. C. Hart in a brief but 
forcible and eloquent speech. He claimed 
that Mr. Hart would be the strongest candi­ 
date on the ticket in the Democratic strong­ 
hold of Colusa, where he had been elected 
to office when no other Republican could 
have succeeded, and at a time when it re­ 
quired courage for a ruan to be an out­ 
spoken Republican. Mr. Jones spoke of 
the popularity of Mr. Hart in Sacramento, 
and urged the Convention to strengthen 
the ticket by making Mr. Hart one of its 
nominees. 
Mr. Megowan, of Humboldt, seconded 
the nomination of W. H. H. Hart, as also 
did C. M. Shortridge. of Santa Clara. 
F. J. Solinsky, of Calaveras, indorsed the 
Domination of Mr. Collins. 
Mr. Drummond, of Los Angeles, spoke 
in favor of E. C. Hart, and was followed by 
Mr. Clark, of Yolo, who said that Sacra­ 
mento, with her 3,000 Republican major­ 
ity, had had comparatively nothing at the 
hands of the Convention, and advised the 
nomination of Mr. Hart, who, he said, 
would make a faithful and efficient official. 
Mr. Collins was tbe first to address the 
Convention. He thought the young men 
of the State should be recognized. He was 
graduate of the public schools of San 
Francisco and the law department of the 
State University. Moreover, his candidacy 
had been indorsed by the Bai Association 
of San Francisco. His remarks were re­ 
ceived with applause. 
W. H. H. Hart next addressed the Con­ 
vention. He said he was but 14 years old 
when he entered the army and fought for 
the cause of the Union. He was not seek­ 
ing the office because of its pay, but because 
it was an honorable position. 
E C. Hart of 8acramento came forward 
amid cbeeriDg, and said: 
Sir. Chairman, and Oentlemai of the Convention: 
I have been requested not to be lengthy in any 
remarks which 1 may address to you upon this 
occasion, and I think the suggestion is a very 
good one, because at this stage of the proceed­ 
ings of this Convention I apprehend you ate 
not in a condition to listen appreciatiDgly to 
any very extending speech. But I desire to say 
to vou that in exercising one ol the inalienable 
rights of American citizenships, I present my­ 
self before you as a candidate for nomination 
lor Attorney-General of California. And I csn 
say to you that in exercising your judgment in 
this contest, if your verdict shall be in favor of 
either of the honorable gentlemen who have 
presented themselves to you already, there will 
be no diminution in the accustomed energy aud 
esrnestness with which I have always advocated 
the principles and the ticket put forth by the 
Republican parly of California. Gentlemen, I 
have heard read the platform and resolutions 
adopted by you and it is sufficient for me to say 
that 1 approve them. »To show that I heartily 
and warmly indoree the resolutions, it needs 
but tor me to say that from the very lime I was 
first able to form any conception of the grand 
scheme of popular government, I have always 
been in perfect accord with the principles of 
that party which saved this great common­ 
wealth of the United States when it was iu peril 
and the integrity of the American Constitution 
was attacked. I would state to you that 1 have 
a somewhat extensive acquaintance iu the 
northern part of California, and 1 believe that I 
can do this ticket some good if placed up'n it. 
But it makes no difference, however, so far as 
my Republicanism is c nterned, for you will 
find me in the Impending campaign in the front 
rank, fighting hard for the succesi of Colonel 
Markhnin [cheersj for Governor and the entire 
State ticket presented by you. [Great applause ]

8. M. Shortridge of San Francisco placed 
in nomination for Surveyor-General Theo­ 
dore Reichert, the present incumbent, a 
man who, he said, had been tried and not 
found wanting, and who was elected by 
upwards of 6,000 votes four years ago, when 
many of his comrades on the State ticket 
went down in defeat. 
Mr. Adams of San Luis Obispo seconded 
the nomination of Mr. Reichert. 
Mr. Sweeny of Shasta nominated James 
M.Gleaves of that county. In urgiDg the 
latter s claims, he said the extreme north 
ern counties had not been honored with a 
place on the State ticket in twenty years, 
and felt that they were entitled to this po­ 
sition this time. 
Frank L. Coombs appeared upon the 
platform and was received with rounds of 
applause. 
He commended the action of 
the Convention, as far as it had progressed 
toward tbe naming of a State ticket, and 
cocluded by warmly indorsing the nomina 
tion of Theodore Reichert. 
Mr. Shattuck of Siskiyou espoused the 
claims of Mr. Gleaves in a eulogistic 
speech. 
A. L. Hart of Sacramento indorsed Mr. 
Reichert, whose administration, be said, 
bad been characterized by honesty and 
efficiency. 
Before tbe roll-cali had been completed 
the name of Mr. Gleaves was withdrawn 
and Mr. Reichert was nominated by accla­ 
mation. 
CLERK OF THR SUPREME COURT. 
Mr. Metcalf of Alameda nominated 
Charles B. Overacher of that county. 
Mr. Rueff of San Franci*» nominated 
Eli I. Wolf of that city. 
Mr. Campbell of Solano nominated L. 
Brown of that county. 
Mr. Day of San Francisco nominated A. 
J. Raisch of that city. 
Mr. Osborne of Los Angeles indorsed the 
nomination of Mr. Wolf. 
Mr. Crane of Tnolumne spoke in sup­ 
port of Mr. Brown. 
’ Before the roll call had been announced 
Alameda changed her vote from Over­ 
acher to Brown, as also did Sacramento 
and Nevada. Santa Clara changed ten 
votes to Brown and Solano eight. From 


this on there was a confusion of changes, 
about half tbe delegations changing more 
or less of their votes. In the midst of the 
hubbub, and while Acting Chairman 
Bruner was trying to preserve order, there 
were cries of, “A new roll-call 1" 
Mr. Raisch ascended the platform and 
withdrew in favor of Mr. Wolf. 
At this juncture about half the Chair­ 
men of delegations were on the¡r chairs 
demanding recognition. 
Campbell, the venerable statesman from 
8olano, grew excited and declaimed vocif­ 
erously against a new roll-call. 
The Chair said there had been so much 
confusion that tbe Secretary had not been 
able to keep a correct tally of the changes, 
and declared that the roll must be called 
again. 
Daring the second call of the roll the 
utmost excitement prevailed. Raisch had 
withdrawn, and Overacher had dropped 
out of sight, leaving the struggle between 
Wolf and Brown. Before the roll-call was 
completed, however, Mr. Reufl, of San 
Francisco, withdrew the name of Mr. Wolf, 
and on his motion the nomination of Mr. 
Brown was made unanimous. 
SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION 
The Chair called for nominations for 
this office, but it was several minutes be­ 
fore anyone could be prevailed on to place 
anyone before the Convention. Finally. C. 
F. McGlashan, of Nevada, took the floor 
and placed in nomination J. W. Anderson 
Superintendent of Public Schools io San 
Francisco. 
Mr. Burns. Superintendent of Schools in 
Placer county, plsced in nomination the 
present ¡Dcumbeut, Ira G. Hoitt, whose 
claims he advocated in a spirited address. 
Mr. Clarke of Los Angeles warmly in 
dorsed the nomination of Mr. Hoitt, as did 
a delegate from San Diego. 
C. T. Jones of Sacramento made a vigor­ 
ous speech in support of Professor Ander­ 
son, as did A. R. Conkling of Inyo and 
Mr. Reuff of San Francisco. 
Obed Harvey of Sacramento and dele­ 
gates from several other counties spoke in 
favor of Mr. Hoitt. 
Mr. Hoitt ascended the platform and ad­ 
dressed the Convention. He said he bad 
done his duty to the best of his ability aud 
had no apologies to offer. He said the 
chief opposition to him came from the ene­ 
mies cf the State text book system. He 
was so earnest a frieDd in behalf of the 
State system that the text-book monopo­ 
lists had combined their efforts to defeat 
him. Only yesterday a telegram had been 
received by a delegate from a book pub­ 
lishing firm asking the delegate to see that 
he (Hoitt) was defeated. 
Mr. Hoitt asked permission to read the 
telegram, but objection was made, and he 
passed it to C. M. Shortridge, of Santa 
Clara, who read it. The telegram was as 
follows: 
Defeat Hoitt for Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction. 
(Signed) B a n c ro ft. 
R. H. Lloyd, of San Francisco, de­ 
nounced the method that had been taken 
to injure Proftssor Anderson. 
During bis remarks great excitement en­ 
sued, and at the close Professor Anderson 
was called for. 
Mr. Anderson ascended the platform and 
briefly reviewed his career in the public 
school service of the State. He spoke with 
much feeling, and during his remarks at 
least two of the San Francisco delegation 
shed tears. 
While Professor Anderson was still 
speaking Drury Melone ascended the plat­ 
form and was permitted to address the 
Convention. He said he had been re­ 
quested by Mr. Hoitt to withdraw the lat- 
ter'B name and ask that Professor Ander­ 
son be nominated bv acclamation. 
Great cheering ensued, in the midst of 
which the Chair declared Mr. Anderson 
the unanimous nominee of the Conven­ 
tion. 
JUSTICE FOX DEFENDED. 
A. P. Williams of San Francisco address­ 
ing the Convention, said: I have an im­ 
portant resolution to offer, and I desire 
your undivided attention. The Republican 
party, above all parties in the world, likes 
fair play, likes honest dealing, and likes 
what is right and just. In view of that 1 
will introduce and ask your favorable con­ 
sideration for the accompanying resolu 
tion: 
Resolved, That this Convention with sorrow- 
witnessed the uncalled-for attack on one of the 
honored members of our Supreme Court—Chas 
N. Fox—for a supposed sentence uttered in his 
line of duty, arid we now most heartily con­ 
demn such attack as uncalled-for and unde­ 
served, and it is the sense of this Convention 
that it disavows any such sentiments, and most 
severely deprecate any leelings that may have 
been engendered thereby, hereby asserting our 
confidence in the honesty and integrity of our 
Supreme Court and all the members thereof. 
It was moved that the resolution be re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Resolutions, 
which was agreed to by an almost unani­ 
mous vote. 
CONGRESSMEN-AT-LARGE, 
General Dibble, of San Francisco, in an 
eloquent speech, named W. W. Morrow 
for Congressinan-at-Large, and the nomina­ 
tion was made by acclamation, and with a 
great display of enthusiasm. 
, 
Mr. Morehouse, of Santa Clara, nominat­ 
ed J. C. Campbell, ofSan Joaquin. 
Judge Maguire, of Alameda, presented 
the name of F. Adams, of San Luis Obispo. 
Judge Adams ascended the platform, and 
after returning thanks for the honor songbt 
to be conferred upon him by his friends, 
declared that he would not stand in the 
way of Mr. Campbell receiving the honor 
of being nominated Congresaman-at-large. 
He concluded by moving the nomination 
of Mr. Campbell by acclamation. 
Tbe nomination was made amid the 
wildest excitement and enthusiasm. 
Mr. Campbell returned his thanks for the 
honor in an eloquent speeeh. 
THANKS FOR SACRAMENTO. 
A southern county delegate offered the 
following resolution : 
Resolved, That this Convention, having real­ 
ized the splendid and magnificent hospitality of 
the citizens of Sacramento during their stay 
here, now by a rising vote tender their hearty 
thanks for the same, and hope to reciprocate 
some later day. 
Tbe resolution was adopted unanimously, 
amid great applause. 
Three cheers for Sacramento were then 
called for and given with a will.

T he Convention F ails to F ind a W illing 
C andidate. 
Yesterday forenoon the delegates from 
the First Congressional District, compris­ 
ing the connties of Colusa, Del Norte, 
Humboldt, Lake, Lassen, Mendocino, 
Modoc, Napa, Plumas, Shasta, Sierra. Sis' 
kiyou, Sonoma, Tehama and Trinity, met 
in Convention to nominate a candidate for 
Congress to succeed Hon. J. J. DeHaven. 
Frank L. Coombs of Napa presided. 
John S. Enos of Sonon.-a was placed in 
nomination. He made a speech in which 
he said he did not wish tbe nomination, 
out Intimated that if it were forced upon 
him he might accept. 
J. C. Holloway ot Sonoma was also 
placed in nomination. 
Tbe roll call showed a large majority for 
Mr. Enos, bnt on again coming before the 
Convention he positively declined the 
honor of going on the ticket, while his re­ 
marks were of such a tenor that the dele­ 
gates inferred that while he would like to 
be a candidate ihere were private reasons 
why he could not accept the candidacy. 
The nomination was then tendered to 
Mr. Holloway, but he declined to accept it 
and withdrew. 
An adjournment was then taken until 
evening, when the Consention again met 
in tbe Assembly Chamber directly after 
the adjournment of the State Convention 
The nomination was tendered to W. W. 
Kellogg, of Plumas, but was declined.

Nkw \c»w August 14:h.—Guatemalan 
Consul General bvere furnishes the follow­ 
ing account of the treaty between Guate­ 
mala, Costa Rica, Nicaragua and Honduras: 
Article L Tbe high contracting parties bind 
themselves to rw».gnize the leg»; regime in 
fealvauor, as soon as ihat regime be restored in 
conformity with-the Constitution existing be­ 
fore the Events wbjt-h took place on the 22d ot 
June ot this year. 
Article2. They also stipulate that the dis­ 
armament of the arraées of Guatemala, Honduras 
aud .Salvador is to take place as soon as the de 
lacio government uffXzeta lias ceas-.d to exist 
and a constitutional government is re estab­ 
lished, said armies to-be reduced to a peace 
footing. 
f 
Article 3. The sopa-at¡on of Ezeta from power 
in Salvador being indespensable for the restora­ 
tion of constitutional order, the high contract­ 
ing parties agree 1 n demanding such separa­ 
tion, guaranteeing him life and properties and 
freedom to leave the countiy 
Article 4. it for the complete pacification of 
Salvador, and at the request of legitimate gov 
eminent which will be recognized as stipulated, 
it should be necessary that the contracting Re­ 
publics should offer assistance, they will do so 
in a manner aud form convenient, always sub­ 
ject to the present stipulations of the diplo­ 
matic body resid ngAin Guatemala, guarantee­ 
ing compílame therewith. 
Article 5. The high contracting parties bind 
themselves to guarantee, as a consequence of 
the re-establishment of constitutional order tn 
calcador, that ample and unconditional am­ 
nesty shall be decreed to all who have taken 
part in the revolutionary events iu any man­ 
ner.Article 6. It is agreed that once peace is re­ 
stored. the Governments herein represented 
will continue their peaceful offices relative to 
the continuance of the American Union in ac­ 
cordance with the agreement entered into In 
Salvador on the I5th 01 October, 1882. 
Article 7. The stipulations to be submitted to 
the consideration of the Government of Hon­ 
duras for its acceptance, if it deems it con­ 
venient. Signed in good faith ill the city of 
Guatemala on the 19th of July, 1890. 
An official telegram has been received 
from the Minister of Foreign Affairs of 
Honduras that his Government accepts in 
all its parts the foreign agreement. 
SMALL-PO.Y IN p tE ARMY. 
C ity or M e x ic o (v ia Gaiveatou), A ugust 
14th.—Suiall-pox is causing many deaths 
in the Guatemalan army on the Salvador­ 
ian frontier. 
It appears difficult to arrange peace be­ 
tween Guatemala and San Salvador, as 
Mizner, the American Minister to Guate­ 
mala. wili not act in accord with the rest 
of the Diplomatic Corps. 
M RE SERIOUS THAN REPORTED. 
Chimio (Guatemala), July 30lh.—The 
fight at Blue Rock proves to have been 
more serious than was first reported. It 
seems that some 2 000 Guatemalan troops 
came to the assistance of the Liberal force, 
Salvador troops and regular troops. Gen­ 
eral Ezeta drove them back, and scattered 
them, capturing eight pieces of artillery. 
The defeated troops returned to Jutiapah, 
as their ammunition was exhausted. 
The pickets of the Guatemalan troops 
were tired upon at Contepque, about six 
miles from here, this morning. Although 
war has not yet been declared, a big fight 
is expected daily, as this is the only point 
which Ezeta and his army can enter Guate­ 
mala. 
There are 5.500 troops here, 1,040 
more at Contepque, and 3,000 scattered 
along the frontier east from here. The 
force here is 
under the command 
of General Cayetano, and Captain B. 
Emile, a French artillery tngineer is sec­ 
ond in command. There are 24 pieces of 
artillery here, which were brought over 130 
miles of mountain road by Captain Emile. 
He had to use 450 mules, beside oxen, to 
get the gnns over one hill. 
The troops are in good condition, and 
are well armed. Work on the trench is 
being pushed rapidly. 
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M orm ons in tbe N orthw est. 
Ottawa (Ont.), August 14th.—Charles O. 
Card, son-in-law of Brigham Young, and 
leader of the Mormon colon; in Alberta, 
N. W. T., has written to an Ottawa paper 
about the Mormons in the Northwest. He 
ignores the question of polygamy alto­ 
gether, but pleads that his people are peace­ 
able and industrious; that no obstacles 
should be thrown in the way of their 
efforts to develop the resources of the Cana­ 
dian Northwest.

P a r is, August 14th.—The Chemical 
UnioD, the aim of which is to monopolize 
trade in chemicals, has been definitely 
formed. The union has a capital of $40,­ 
000,000, and proposes producing yearly 
150,000 tons of bleaching powder, 180,000 
tons of caustic soda and 300,000 tons of 
other alkaiies. 
Floods in Ind ia. 
Ca lcutta, August I4 th .— A flood prevails 
in the Ganges. The river has overflowed 
its banks, and the surrounding country is 
inundated to an extent never before known. 
There is great loss of life. 
The milk bill of London exceeds £50,000 
daily. 


W idespread D isappointm ent 
O ver the F lection. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , A u e u s 1 14:h.—Advices 
from Japan, per City of Pekin, state that 
at Bontharn, in Celebes, a house boy ran 
amuck, killing eight persons, mortally 
wounding four more, besides injuring sev­ 
eral others. He was fiDally k ille d . 
The Japan Gazette says that during the 
first half ot the present year fourteen 
private banks were established, with capi­ 
tals aggregating $893,060. 
As the result of the King of 8iam’s tour 
through tbe Malay provinces, five light­ 
houses w ill be built’ on the west shore. 
The disappointment felt at the result of 
the elections in Japan is widespread. 
Qualified men refused to compete with the 
young candioates, and the result is that a 
majarity of the men elected are unknown 
to tame. This will tend to bring Parlia­ 
ment into disrepute, and will be used as an 
argument by those who are opposed to a 
constitutional government 
The cholera epidemic is rapidly gaining 
ground, 303 cases and 179 deaths having 
been reported in Neeasaki Ken. Cholera 
is also reported at Y'okohama and other 
Japanese cities. 
Government sanction having been given 
to the Tokio Water Works scheme, opera­ 
tions will shortly be commenced. 
A most disastrous fire occurred in Tokio 
recently, resultiug in the destruction of 
more than one thousand houses of the 
poorer class. 
Investigations into tbe condition of the 
poor in Tokio show that in Hongo alone 
there are 5,333 persons requiring relief. 
Popular indignation in Osaka has com­ 
pelled a reduction in the price of rice in 
that city. 
Over thirty steamers, states a native pa­ 
per, are lying idle in Fushibi harbor nnable 
to ship their cargoes of rice, owing to the 
resistance of the poor there and at Taka- 
oka. 
CHINA. 
It is said that China is really anxious 
about the defense of her northern frontier, 
and is earnestly intent on the construction 
of railways in Manchuria. Messrs. Kinder 
and Cox are at present surveying the coun­ 
try. It is said that the line from Newch- 
wang totheAmoor will be constructed first. 
aDd that with a good staff of workmen it 
may be finished within the prescribed 
period of twenty working months. 
An important decree has been issued 
from Peking ordering all Viceroys and 
Governors to report the quantity of opium 
grown in their provinces, and to account 
strictly for the taxes levied thereon. The 
Imperial Government has discovered that 
the provincial authorities have been mis­ 
representing the extent of the cultivation 
of opinm, and have been pocketing almost 
all the money obtained therefrom. The 
cultivation of native opium has increased 
greatly of recent years. 
There are lond lamentations that the tea 
trade is going from bad to worse. 
Colonel Denbv, United States Minister, 
while on his recent tour to Canton was 
able to get settled all the American claims 
for compensation. Some of these claims 
were in connection with the destruction of 
missionary property in the Canton prov­ 
inces some eight years ago. 
The colony ot Hongkong mourns the 
loss of Alfred Lister, Postmaster-General 
and Colonial Treasurer, who died on board 
the steamship Belgic as that vessel was en­ 
tering Y'okohama harbor. 
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TRIBES OF SOUTH AMERICA. 


THE RECORD-UNION CORRESPONDENT 
STILL IN BOLIVIA. 


A Singular People, Descended from Ihe 
Incas, W ho Still Retain Some of 
Their Ancient Rites, Etc.

The study of Indian character, as shown 
In the Avmaraes and Quichuas of Bolivia, 
is exceedingly interesting. Though far 
outnumbering the whites, the Govern­ 
ment finds no trouble in keeping them 
under absolute control, whatever revolts 
and disturbances may arise among the 
Cholos and other citizens. Grave, silent 
and sad, when not intoxicated, and never 
noisy in their most hilarious moments; 
always at work, gentle, servile and peace­ 
able, they are willing hewers of wood and 
drawers of water, not one iota above the 
mules and llamas they drive; indeed, the 
latter, as a rule, are better fed and more 
kindly treated, becaiÁe of more commer­ 
cial value. 
Not only is this true of the peons on the 
great estates, but those who are free to 
come and go, work or starve, as they will, 
are slaves no less, and to more cruel mas­ 
ters, poverty and ignorance. As there is 
an educational proviso in the suffrage law 
of Bolivia, and as no means are provided 
for educating Indians, they are forever de­ 
barred from having any voice in the affairs 
of the land of their fathers. The rilling 
class, descendants of the Spanish conquer­ 
ors, assert, but without truth or reason, 
that an Indian is incapable of education, 
and unfitted by uatnre for any higher 
plane in life than that he now occupies, as 
a mere beast of burden. The works of the 
Incas that still remain, magnificent tem­ 
ples, terraced mountains and splendid 
roads, effectually refute this statement, and 
even in these days, after three centuries 
and a half of slavery, there are occasional 
shining examples of Indians who have 
struggled out of their environment, into 
the highest positions. The common herd, 
however, since the spirit of their ancestors 
was thoroughly broken by Pizarro and his 
gang, wili make no protest against what­ 
ever may be put upon them; and the temp­ 
tation to keep them in servitude is too 
great to be resisted by the lazy conquista­ 
dores, who may thus enjoy the fruits of 
unpaid labor. 
Having “Christianized” 
the original owners of the soil, in the lump, 
as it were, and rendered them obedient to 
the laws of church and State, the phi­ 
lanthropy of the white race goes no far­ 
ther.When the Spaniards came to this con­ 
tinent, about three hundred and fifty years 
ago, they found nearly all the vast terri­ 
tory that is now occupied by Ecuador, 
Peru, Bolivia and Chile inhabited by three 
great tribes, the*Avmaraes, Chinchas and 
Huancas, united under one form of gov­ 
ernment. The Avmaraes were the ruling 
race, and from their number came the 
lucas, or Emperors. They occupied the 
highlands of Peru aud Bolivia and were 
more advanced in civilization than either 
of the others. The Chinchas lived along 
the coast; the Huancas were scattered 
among the mountain valleys, and the Qui­ 
chuas came from the north. Quito having 
been their ancient capital. Gradually the 
Avmaraes conquered the other tribes, and 
their system of colonization seems to have 
been wiser than any that have super­ 
seded it. 
According to tradition the Avmaraes 
bad existed since the beginning of the 
world, bat were sunk into barbarism, and 
were perpetually at war with one another, 
when the Sun, their tutelary divinity, sent 
liis own children to earth to redeem aud 
Instruct them. Two sur. deities came. Manco 
Capac and Mama-bella, his sister, who was 
also his wife. The island in Lake Titi­ 
caca, where they were believed to have 
made their first apipearance, has ever since 
been regarded as holy, and to this day 
shows the remains of their most sacred 
temples. From this point Manco Capac 
traveled northward, carrying a golden 
staff'. A t a certain place the stafl’sank into 
the ground, a sign from the sun-god that 
there he should tarry and found a city; 
which was called Cuzco, aud afterwards 
became the imperial capital of the lucas. 
The same idea of a savior of divine pár­ 
ente 
runs through tnanv forms of relig­ 
ion. As an historical character, Manco 
Capa,- does not greatly differ from Jesus 
of Nazareth, Osiris of Egypt, the Scandi­ 
navian Odin, the Chinese Fohi, or the 
Hindoo Buddha. He was the first of a 
long line of kings, who gradually subdued 
the surrounding tribes and established sun 
worship, in place of what migli* have been 
the more ancient religion. They built 
four highways, that still remain, leading 
from Cuzco to the four cardinal points, and 
erected magnificent temples, palaces, walls 
and forts. 
When their armies had conquered a 
province, they brought the idols of the 
tribe, together wi h the chiefs aud their 
families, to Cuzco, where they were treated 
with every mark of kindness and respect; 
and when the chiefs had been thoroughly 
instructed concerning the power of the 
Inca and the spirit of his tesitne, they 
were sent back to their former homes and 
were often restored to their official posi­ 
tions as representatives of the Government 
at Cuzco. Taxes Were reduced in the con­ 
quered provinces, the poor cared for, the 
children instructed in the language of the 
empire, and though greatest respect was 
shown for the more ancient forms of wor­ 
ship, the people were carefully taught the 
religion of the Incas. 
To make sure that there would be no 
future rebellion among the conquered na­ 
tion, a colony of several thousand Aymar- 
aes was sent to live among them and as 
many of the subjugated people were 
brought to the towns whence the colonists 
were taken, where they were given great 
advantages, including large tracts of land 
exempt from taxation, and were made to 
feel in every way that the transfer had 
been for their benefit. Thus it happens 
that so many Quichuas are found down 
here among the Avmaraes and vice versa. 
Though living side by side for centuries, 
these two great nations have preserved 
their original distinctions, never uniting 
in marriage and seldom associating, and 
such a thing as the admixture of either 
race with E tropean blood was never 
known. In I’uno, where nine-tenths of 
the people are Indians, the Ay maraes hold 
their daily market in the great square 
fronting the cathedral, while the Quich­ 
uas occupy another plaza for the same pur­ 
pose. The former tribe, which is most 
numerous, inhabits the southern section of 
the city and the latter the northern por­ 
tion. In the street where the two divisions 
come together, a stream runs through the 
center, spanned by numerous queer little 
arched bridgjs; and though the people 
living on the opposite sides are generally 
friendly with one another, they never cross 
the dividing line and hold no social inter­ 
course. Says Knox : “Only in their resis­ 
tance to the Spanish conquest did they 
make common cause and have fought side 
by side in every revolt against the oppres­ 
sor. Both are grave, dign fied, silent and 
sad, and as we look at them they seem to 
be musing over the misfortunes of the last 
three centuries.” 
Though much alike in personal appear­ 
ance, except that the Aymaxa men are 
taller and more powerful than the Qui­ 
chuas, and their women are if possible 
uglier, one can distinguish scions of the 
two races at a glance, wherever met, by 
“the cut of their gib,” 
10 speak. The 
Quichua men wear very* short trousers, 
.barely reaching to the knee, ¡wndios, or 


blankets, striped with brilliant color®, 
their heads thrust through a slit in the 
middle, and hats, if any, a great deal too 
small for their heads. Each woman of the 
tribe is always seen with a bundle at her 
back, made by a blanket folded in peculiar 
fashion, in which she can carry not only 
her baby, but all the household goods. She 
is always bareheaded, her frowsy black 
hair braided with white strings, the latter 
braided together at the ends. 
The male Aymara wears very wide trou­ 
sers of black woolen, slit a long way up 
the leg, either at the back or the outer 
side, and underneath full drawers of coarse 
white cotton, which flop about his ankles 
as he walks. On his feet are rawhide san­ 
dals ; on his head a knitted cap of brilliant 
colors, cone-shaped, with ear-laps, and a 
long point which dangles gracefully over 
his nose or bobs about gayly when the 
wearer is on his usual dog-trot. Their 
women universally wear dresses of dark 
blue flannel, quite short and beautifully 
shirred from the waist down over the hips. 
The bodice, made separate from the skirt, 
is a sort of Tyrolean jacket of the same 
coarse blue flannel, woven by themselves, 
very short, low-necked and barely coming 
together at the bosom, showing all around 
the white chemise beneath. They are com­ 
monly barefooted, and the ponchos of both 
men and women are black, a pathetic sign 
of mourning, it is said, worn by every 
member of the tribe, through all genera­ 
tions ever since their beloved Atahualpa, 
the last of the Incas, was basely murdered 
by Pizarro. The women’s shawls are fast­ 
ened at the breast with a huge pin of brass 
or silver, shaped like a spoon. Their hats 
are the oddest, generally made of black 
velvet or blue flannel put on curtain-fash­ 
ioned over a wide platform of pasteboard 
extending out from the head all around 
like an umbrella. 
There is considerable difference in the 
dress aud habits of portions of the same 
tribe who dwell in diffeient pueblos. For 
example, while many of them, both men 
and women, wear their long hair carefully 
braided in many small strands which hang 
straight down the back, others merely tie 
their locks together at the nape of the 
neck without braiding; others cut the 
back hair but cultivate a heavy shock 
which falls over the eyes like a “bang;” 
and others let it grow as nature wills, 
without the aid of comb or scissors. There 
is an infinite variety of hats, too, all of 
most peculiar shape. 
Though all these Indians are intensely 
Roman Catholic In religion, many of their 
customs and superstitions show traces of 
the ancient faith of their fathers. To cite 
a few of them : In the days of Incas, when­ 
ever a poor Indian had climbed a hill, at 
the top of it he laid down his load, bowed 
low toward the east, invoked the name of 
Pachacamac, one of their principal dei­ 
ties, who was supposed to be the judge of 
the human race, repeating three times the 
word Apachicta, the abbreviation of a sen­ 
tence signifying “I give thanks unto him 
who has enabled me to endure thus far,” 
at the same time presenting to Pachaca­ 
mac an offering consisting of a hair pulled 
from the eye-lash, some chewed cooa, a 
small stone or handful of earth. 
To-day the traveler observes on all the 
roads near the summit of the cordilleras 
many mounds of s:tones or earth, the re­ 
sult of these offerings; and every modern 
Indian leaves thereon a similar tribute— 
though perhaps its signification may have 
changed, or the deity to whom it is ad­ 
dressed may bear another name. 
They also have a superstition that in 
order to return by the same route in safety, 
it is necessary to smear any prominent 
rock which has sheltered them with sabo, 
the tallow of the llama, and to throw 
against it cuds of chewed coca. If they 
have no tallow they mutter an extra 
prayer or two, hoping that the mysteri­ 
ous power will excuse their poverty; but 
no Indian is so poor that he cannot spare 
a little coca. 
Both Quichuas and Avina- 
raes observe this custom, and the latter set 
up endways nieces of slate or small stones 
in every crevice of the rocks on the road 
to prevent the exit of evil spirits. 
In crossing any ridge they cast a stone 
upon the heap that is always to be found 
there, and murmur a few words, whose 
signification no white man understands. 
These cairns, called apachetas, are gener­ 
ally topped by a huge cross, and may be 
found at the summit of every hill all over 
the land. 
Not an Indian, drunk or sober, 
will pass one without uncovering his head 
and saying a prayer while making his 
offering; but the secret of it has never 
been disclosed, even to in [uisitive priests 
at the confessional. There are other cairos 
still more ancient, whose purport and his­ 
tory nobody knows. They are set exactly 
on the apex of the hills—square mounds 
each about six feet high and hollow inside 
—built of stones, well set and plastered 
over. Many of them have been taken 
down by curious j>eople in the hope of 
finding buried treasure inside, funeral rel­ 
ics, or other traces of i smr original use, 
but nothing has ever bee.i discov-red. 
Besides the gods of heaven, the ancient 
South Americans seem to have had a great 
many terrestrial deities, all of whom re­ 
ceived sacrifices, and some (vere wor­ 
shiped in temples. A remnant of the old 
faith may be found among the Indians of 
to day, who at harvest time offer to the 
earth (“Mama-Pacha") an oblation of 
chicha and ground corn, imploring her to 
give them an abundant yield. After a 
held has been planted, a cairn or altar of 
stones is erected in the middle, on top of 
which is secured a sheaf of wheat or shock 
of corn. 
The sea, also (“Mama-Cocha”),comes in 
for a share of worship, anil is piously in­ 
voked by those Indians who dwell near it. 
They believe, not without reason, that 
many of those diseases which are rife be­ 
tween the coast and the sierras come out 
of the ocean on the wings of mist and 
vaj>or, and they implore Mama-Cocha to 
send them health instead. 
On the banks of rivers a ceremony is 
still performed much like that called may- 
uchaUa in the Inca worship. None of the 
mountain Indians can be coaxed or driven 
across a stream, large or small, until they 
have first taken a little water into the 
hollow of the hand and invoked the god 
of the river to permit them to pass in 
safety; then, having drank the water, 
they throw a little corn or cooa into the 
stream. It must be remembered that 
there are few bridges in the country, and 
during a portion of every year the rivers 
that are now easily forded become danger­ 
ous torrents. 
From time out of mind these tribes of 
the southern continent have regarded 
coca with extreme reverence, worshiping 
the shrub itself, and using its leaves in 
their religious ceremonies. 
The Inca 
priests chewed it during divine service, 
and it was believed that unless those 
worthies 
were 
well 
supplied with 
coca the favor of the gods could not be 
propitiated. During the 350 years that 
have intervened, Christianity has not been 
able to eradicate this deep-rooted idolatry. 
To this day it is the general belief that 
any business undertaken without the bene­ 
diction of coca leaves cannot prosper. 
The Indian workmen in all the mines still 
throw coca cuds upon hard veins of metal 
to soften the ore and lighten their labors. 
In every ancient grave a supply of coca 
leaves is found with the mummy, and the 
Indians of to-day put the same into the 
mouths of their dead in order to secure for 
them a more favorable reception in the 
unknown world. 
Whenever a wandering 
Peruvian happens to fall in with a mammy, 
a not uncommon occurrence since the whole 
country is one vast cemetery, he reverently 
presents it with a few coca leaves, be­ 
lieving that the soul which once inhabit- 
ated the shrivelled body will report his 
generosity to the Lord of the Better 
Country. 
The belief in household gods remained 
in full force long after the conquest, and 
every poor hut had its lares and penates. 
Moré than 200 years after the supposed 
conversion of the Indians and the destruc­ 
tion of their idols, the Archbishop of 


Lima found it necessary to indite a pasto­ 
ral letter to his priests in which he recom­ 
mended them to put the following ques­ 
tions, through the confessional, to all the 
Indians, and to insist upon truthful an­ 
swers thereto: 
. _ 
“What is the name of the principal 
huaca (idol) to which you pray in this 
place f ’ 
“To what huaca do you pray for protec­ 
tion to the crops ?” 
“What hills, rocks, springs, lakes and 
rivers do you worship ?” 
“What huaca do you supplicate before 
going to work that the Spaniards may not 
ill-treat you ?” 
“What dead bodies of chuchus (twins) 
or chacpas (babies born feet first) do you 
retain in your houses, and where are they 
concealed ?” 
“It must also be inquired with tact and 
prudence how many children they have 
hidden away so that the priests may not 
find and baptize them.”

TO THE DEATH. 


OMENS AND POETENTS. 
Superstitious B eliefs Tliat Hold Their 
Grip ou the People. 
“Do you hear that howl?” asks the 
guide, in Pardoe’s “Turkish Travels;” “It 
is a foreboding of sudden death if a dog 
makes that • sort of a noise under your 
window.” 
“Yes ; in America it is apt to forebode 
the sudden death of the dog,” replies the 
Y'ankee tourist. 
It is, nevertheless, a curious fact that 
the belief in omens retains its hold even 
on nations that have outgrown ail other 
superstitions. 
I know an intelligent 
American lady wfto “looks out for trouble” 
whenever a gust of wind makes her house 
door rattle in a peculiar way. More than 
one fearless Western miner renounces the 
hope of the day’s luck if a rabbit crosses 
his path in the morning. 
In ultra-rationalistic France 
many 
gamblers will withdraw their bet from the 
number of a card that has happened to 
fall on the floor, or look for a change of 
luck if they drop a piece of money. A 
literary friend of mine gets nervous when­ 
ever he hears the buzz of a muck-fly culpo, 
“blue-bottle.” 
“Macaulay,” he said, “might class me 
with ‘those abject minds that are super­ 
stitious without being religious,’ but I can 
not help it. I do not even preteud to ex­ 
plain the coincidence, but I have noticed 
it too often to slight the omen. Whenever 
I hear a specimen of those miserable in­ 
sects boom around my room, or catch sight 
of them in the open air, I can make my 
market on it that something or other is 
going to make that a black-iist day. On 
days when I am specially anxious that 
nothing should go amiss I confess I some­ 
times try to avoid, as it were, putting my­ 
self in the way of the omen, but I rarely 
find it of much use. 1 may keep indoors 
and close every window, but presently 
somebody calls to see me. ‘Come quick, 
please,’ calls out my little boy ; ‘our fence 
is down and I believe there’s a cow in our 
orchard !’ The collapse of a few fence ra ls 
seems to have been caused by last night’s 
storm, for I can find no cow, but just be­ 
fore leaving the orchard I catch sight of a 
big blue-bottle buzzing about a heap of 
stale apples. ‘No mortal can avoid his 
fate,’ says Euriphides, and I resign myself 
to the inevitable. The critical event of 
that day is going to turn against me.” 
“The winters of our latitude must be 
agreeably free from distressing events,” I 
ventured to remark. 
“Why, no,” he laughs; “I wish they 
were; but that’s not the way the thing 
works. Cold weather simply leaves me 
without my familiar omen. Trouble still 
comes, but it comes unannounced—no 
special improvement of programme, since 
forewarned is often forearmed. You may 
suspect warm weather of affecting my 
brain; but in most respects I am rather 
anti-visionary. I learned to laugh at 
spooks before I was ten years of age, and 
shall die without the slightest dread of 
ulterior calamities.” 
It is, indeed, remarkable how complete­ 
ly superstitions can be localized, to borrow 
a term from physical pathology. Sailors 
who have hobnobbed with Turks and 
Buddhists will kick a cabin boy for 
whistling on the windward side of a dan­ 
gerous reef, and Alpine guides who crack 
jokes about the wild huntsman and the 
mountain witch will lose a good job rather 
than start their excursion on Friday. 
“One day is as good as another, if you are 
out all week,” said a Coroner’s witness 
after the catastrophe of the Brenner Pass, 
“only you must not begin on the wrong day. 
It don’t pay, no matter what wages there 
are offered. After forty years’ experience, 
I would sooner agree to start on Thursday, 
just before midnight and in the teeth of a 
storm, rather than in sunshine on Friday 
morning.” 
Not all adherents to that article of 
faith are equally outspoken, but the sta­ 
tistics of the French and Belgian railways 
prove that ou Friday the sale of tickets 
falls 35 per cent, below the daily average. 
The ancient Romans kept record of 
“auspicious” and “inauspicious” days of 
the year, and disliked to commence an 
important enterprise on the anniversary of 
a disastrous event. “Lucky” days, on the 
other hand, werewonsidered a fair guaran­ 
tee of success, an idea which the great 
Napoleon had firmly impressed on his 
veterans. 
December was his favorite 
month, and the 2d of each month his 
lucky day, as the 18th encouraged the 
troopers of Santa Ana, till that notion 
was exploded by the battle of Cerro 
Gordo. 
“ Many citizens of St. Petersburg blame 
the Czar for not heeding the misgivings 
of his wife,” said a Warsaw paper, in re­ 
porting the crowning triumph of the 
dynamiters; “no wonder,” they whisper, 
“that he came to grief by venturing out 
on such a twice-unluckv day as the 13th 
of March.” 
The “thirteen” superstition has never 
l>een clearly explained, though Esquirol 
plausibly traces it to the number of guests 
at the Lord’s Supper; but the dread of 
March (expressed in various proverbs of 
Old England aud Continental Europe) is 
almost justified by the increase of mortal­ 
ity at a time when the disease microbes of 
our stuffy winter quarters ripen their 
germs, and the storms of the vernal equi­ 
nox strew the coast with wrecks. 
For a long series of centuries the Gre­ 
cian councils of war were swayed by the 
belief that military campaigns, as well as 
other enterprises involving distant jour­ 
neys, should begin at or soon after the time 
of the new moon—the- notion which pre­ 
vented the Spartan auxiliaries from shar­ 
ing the great victory of Miltiades. The 
same belief still prevails in Southeastern 
Europe and Turkish Asia, aud is probably 
due to the circumstances that during the 
two weeks following the first appearance 
of the crescent the moon shines during the 
earlier part of the night, and thus exempts 
hunters and travelers from the necessity of 
terminating a lucky day’s work at sunset. 
Customer—“I suppose you folks will use 
artificial ice this summer?” Confection­ 
er’s boy—“I dunno. Shouldn’t wonder if 
we shall, though. We used artificial cream

DESPEEATE 
CONFLICT 
BETWEEN 
SNAKES IN CINCINNATI. 


A R attler and Copperhead Uegin the 
Fight and Both are K illed by an 
Arizona Lizard’s Breath. 


There was an unusual scene at the Zoo, 
says the Cincinnati Inquirer of August 7th. 
It was a fight, a desperate conflict, be­ 
tween a fierce and vicious rattlesnake aud 
a venomous, and perhaps more poisonous 
copperhead. 
It wound up with a contest with the 
Gila monster, who vanquished by his 
poisonous breath both contestants. 
As is well known, all snakes during the 
winter season go into a state of hiberna­ 
tion. In other words, a skin forms over 
them which excludes all air, and from 
which in early spring, or just before the 
mating season, they crawl, or in country 
parlance, “shed their skin.” 
Separate 
cages are not usually provided for the 
members of the snake tribe, as it is found 
they generally agree well together unless 
provoked by the pangs of hunger or irri­ 
tated during the mating season, hence a 
copperhead aud rattlesnake who all winter 
had lain undisturbed in opposite corners of 
the large glass cage of the reptile quarters 
were left together. The rattlesnake shed 
its coat, an elegant satin white sheath, 
transparent and resembling oil paper, some 
weeks ago, and since then has eaten vora­ 
ciously several white rats that have been 
put into the cage. 
The copperhead came 
quietly out of his scales Friday evening, 
and after his long fast moved about with 
considerable activity and at last i limbed 
the leafless tree branch that ornaments the 
cage, and in whose crotch a boa constrictor 
spends most of his time sleeping oft' his 
gorges and eating orgie-. Some time since 
a venomous lizard, known as the Gila 
monster—and found only in the vicinity of 
the Gila river, Arizona, a sleepy, motion­ 
less, plethoric reptilian of the lizard tribe, 
who lies in the sand motionless for the 
most of the time, had been placed in this 
cage, so that fresh sand and a more attract­ 
ive box could be made for it. 
When the keeper, at 10 o’clock, took a 
pink-eyed, sleek white rat and put it into 
the cage for the rattlesnake’s dinner, he 
was astonished to see the copperhead glide 
swiftly down from the tree branch and 
sinuously wind himself toward the unsus­ 
pecting white rat, which remained motion­ 
less, seemingly unconscious of the danger 
that lay in wait for him. Tho rattlesnake 
lay coiled within a few feet from the tat, 
which his keen eyes soon saw. His head 
at once arose a foot or eighteen inches 
above his body and his gleaming eyes shin­ 
ing with an unusual brightness, while his 
fangs darted back and forth with lightning 
rapidity. In a second, and before the cop­ 
perhead reached the rat, the rattlesnake 
was up and darted its fangs over the rat, 
striking the copperhead in the neck. The 
rat frightened at the music of the rattlers, 
or possibly touched by the rattler in going 
over, fled to a corner of the cage. The 
copperhead at once appeared to realize the 
situation, and, winding around in a circuit, 
first to the right and then to the left, be­ 
fore the rattler had time to make another 
spring and gave the rattler a sharp thrust 
in the side. The rattler felt the pain, for 
it was up almost standing on its tail, and 
striking in all directions, while the copper­ 
head dodged, apparently trying to approach 
the rattler from the rear This parlaying 
or reeonnoitering continued for some sec­ 
onds, when both snakes came together, the 
copperhead winding its coils around the 
rattlesnake’s neck and the latter darting its 
fangs into the copperhead’s body like a 
trip-hammer. 
Round and round.j£e rattler and cop­ 
perhead coiled, every now and then dart­ 
ing its fangs into the white, yellowish belly 
of the rattler. Both snakes were now 
clasped in a deadly embrace and rolled 
about in the sand, their blood crimsoning 
everything near them and their bodies 
swelling into nut-shaped lumps, showing 
where the venomous poison of the enraged 
reptiles had taken effect. They rolled and 
tumbled and lashed each other as only 
snakes can. It seemed as if they were 
trying to crush and break each other’s 
bones, and in their contortions both mon­ 
sters drew near the Gila lizard and their 
tails viciously lashed its body, swollen to 
corpulency. 
The monster rose and stirred himself. 
His sleepy eyes appeared to recognize the 
danger and he sluggisly moved a few 
inches. At last both snakes, in their fury, 
rolled upon the monster, and it was soon 
in the embrace of both snakes. Then the 
fun began. The snakes squeezed the 
Gila and the monster retorted by run­ 
ning out its tongue against the bodies 
of 
the snakes. 
W hat 
effect this 
produced it was 
hard 
to 
tell, but 
the motions of the snakes grew more 
vicious and the Gila seemed to have 
awakened from its torpor and displayed 
an agility and power of crawling or slip­ 
ping through the tightening embraces of 
the snakes that one who had watched the 
motionless monster for hours would not 
give it credit for. Now it was out and on 
both snakes. 
Now it would retreat a few inches from 
them, and opening its mouth sweli its sides 
to an enormous size and belch out its 
breath upon them. Then again getting 
on top of them, it would run out its 
furred tongue and lap or rasp their 
sides. 
The effect 
was soon to be 
perceived. 
The bodies of the snakes 
jerked spasmodically, as a child jumps in 
convulsions or a dog jumps who has been 
poisoned with strychnine. They no longer 
ran out their fangs, but bounded up and 
down, though still in each other’s embrace, 
and after several convulsive jerks lay for a 
second or two perfectly motionless, their 
eyes closed. 
The Gila continued his swelling and 
blowing its poisonous breath upon the 
snakes, at every whiff' of which tjieir sin­ 
uous lengths coiled up and then straight­ 
ened out spasmodically. At last they be­ 
came disentangled and the copperhead lay 
stretched out, its body lacerated with 
bleeding pointed wounds no larger than 
pinheads, but swollen to the size of walnuts 
and having a dark yellowish, watery ap­ 
pearance. The copperhead breathed as if 
in death’s agony and finally lay quiet and 
moved no more. 
Not so the rattlesnake. With that pe­ 
culiarity which marks the entire tribe of 
rattlesnakes, this fellow appeared to realize 
that its end was near; and, raising its 
head, bent over and plunged its fangs re­ 
peatedly, blow after blow, quick and fast, 
into its" own body. Its yellow belly be­ 
came black and dark in spots, and at last 
the Gila approached to within a couple of 
inches of its head, and swelling twice its 
size opened its jaws and poured forth a 
blast of poisonous breath. 
Slowly, like the dropping of a curtain, 
the eyelids of the rattler closed, its long, 
slimy form, blood-bedraggled in the sand, 
lay motionless. It gave one muscular snap 
of its body and then lay dead. The Gila 
wagged its tail and crawled slowly alter 
the white rat, but the latter nimbly hopped 
to an opposite corner, and seemed to have 
no trouble in keeping out of the lizard’s 
way. The Gila in future will be allowed 
to have private quarters of its own, and it 
is not probable that any animal at the gar­ 
den, neither the tomato-hued mandrill, nor j 
the snoozing boa constrictor, nor the large j 
jawed alligator, will wish to occupy a . 
boudoir with the horrid, deadly breathed . 
Gila monster, whose poison is the most . 
deadly of any animal known to science.

WONDERFUL ALUMINUM THAT MAY 
TAKE THE PLACE OF IKON. 


T h e Soil is F a ll o f It, but th e T roub le is 


in th e “ Iteiln cin g ”—T he Solution 


P rob ab ly Not F ar Off.

The wonder-metal of the day. 
Outside of the world of chemists and 
scientific men very little is known in a 
practical way of the new metal, aluminum. 
Aluminum, or aluminium as it was origi­ 
nally called, is the metal that is going to 
revolutionize the world. 
It is known to 
be one-seventeenth in quantity of all the 
earth’s crust, and can be found in every 
lump of clay, and in many other earths 
and in rocks. 
From the numerous virtues the m etal is 
known to possess, it will in time be a sub­ 
stitute for many of the standard metals 
and alloys. 
A discovery of the present century, and 
up to a few years ago. a laboratory metal> 
it is practically a new tiling, and among 
metal workers in a small way, it is a com­ 
parative stranger. 
_ 
_ 
The reason of its slow adoption I? the 
extreme costliness of reducing the metal 
from the cryolite and bauxite. 
Though 
much is known of the wonderful qualities 
of aluminum, though its advantages are 
almost innumerable, as yet a method by 
which it can be “reduced” at a working 
cost has baffled the world to discover. 
W hen discovered by W ohler in the early 
years of this century, he produced a few 
beads of the precious metal at an enormous 
expense. 
So impressed w.th this metal. its 
good qualities and promises, was Napoleon, 
th at he offered a large reward to any one 
who would discover a way of reducing this 
metal that would be practical. 
In 1828 Deville succeeded in reducing 
it much cheaper, and in 1850 he an­ 
nounced th at he could furni-h this metal 
to the world at $32 a pound. 
Since then 
rapid strides in the processes have been 
made, and the m arket price is down to $2 
and $3 a pound. 
But that is much too high. 
In this little world of chemists men are 
working almost night and day to discover 
a method to “reduce aluminum.” 
In Cincinnati there are some men inter­ 
ested in its development, and they are 
also seeking the golden discovery that as 
yet is hidden In the heart of nature. 
To the discoverer it will be a rich and 
deserving reward, for it will be the means 
of opening a field of invention and use­ 
fulness the extent of which cannot be con­ 
ceived. 
A t present it is known only to a few 
practical jewelers and small metal workers, 
who have used it in experim enting more 
than anything else. 
Some few things like 
opera-glasses, pens 
and 
such 
articles, 
where a high polish is necessary, have 
been made with it. 
But it comes too 
high even to experiment with extensively. 
Mr. Wood, of the firm of Wood & Boyd, 
patent lawyers, has for years been a stu­ 
dent of this metal. 
H e has devoted con­ 
siderable time and money experimenting 
with the different processes of reduction, 
and has discovered several new 
ways 
wherebv it can be reduced. 
But the same 
objection comes in—they are all too costly, 
and his methods are successful in every 
way but a financial way. H e is thoroughly 
informed on this metal, and thinks it has 
an unbounded future when the right time 
comes. 
Said he to a Tima-Star reporter: 
“I have worked with aluminum for sev­ 
eral years, and am not much nearer a prac­ 
tical result than when I started. 
I have 
{ .'.'.id several new ways of reducing the 
metal, but all too costly. 
But someone 
will h it upon a method yet, and then there 
will be some wonderful results generally. 
The firm th a t reduces this metal most suc­ 
cessfully is the Pittsburg Reducing Com­ 
pany. 
They will sell it for $2 and $3, de­ 
lu d in g on "the quantity you buy. B ut it’s 
AAmn A A nciilarnhlv ln w p r vpf 


the oxide of zinc to the oxide of alu­ 
minum on the principle that two oxides 
will reduce each other. 
The zinc is then 
sublimated. 
Then there is the Cowles 
process, which is largely a m atter of elec­ 
trolysis. The ordinary reducing agents, 
such as carbon, have never been success­ 
fully tried.” 
“I)o you think, Mr. Wood, th at the 
m etal will ever supplant iron ?” 
“The value of the pure metal has been 
greatly overestimated. 
In an alloyed 
form it will prove very useful, but as now 
reduced it is not quite as strong as iron. 
There has been a good deal said and w rit­ 
ten about the alum inum age, but it has 
not yet arrived.” 
Said another gentleman who is experi­ 
m enting in tills line: 
“This alumnium is 
a beautiful white metal; ductile, malleable, 
and yet will not crystalize with hard blows. 
It is as untarnisliable as gold, as lustriuus 
as silver, lighter than glass and four limes 
lighter than iron—and think what an 
enormous advantage this will be. 
I t will 
not rust or corrode. 
It is more sonorous 
than bell metal, but as yet no shape can lie 
fonnd th at will give a satisfactory tone 
when molded into a bell. 
Alumnium can 
be beaten into sheets finer than gold leaf, 
and can be drawn out finer than silken 
thread, and is unlimited in its range of 
alloys. 
W ith all these, the metal Is de­ 
ceptive ; there must be entirely new pro­ 
cesses of handling it. 
And it cannot be 
worked at all like iron.” 
“W hat will be some of its uses?” was 
again asked. 
“Why, that is hard to conceive. I think 
the time will come when houses, ships, 
boats and cars will be built with the metal. 
W hen it reaches 25c. a pound you will see 
how general it will become. W hat a beauty 
a ship would be made of aluminum—or a 
house. 
This is a metal I think every 
jeweler should begin to work with and use. 
W hat are some of the methods ? 
There 
are two methods th at seem to be the stand­ 
ard—to reduce it with electrolysis and to 
use the double chloride of aluminum and 
sodium, or the double fluorida of alum i­ 
num with the metal sodium. 
“There is or was a big company in 
Cleveland that started out on a large scale 
to reduce aluminum, the Cowles Brothers. 
They had made probably the largest dy­ 
namo ever constructed in this country. 
But the process was rather disappointing; 
it was too slow and too expensive. 
The 
men dropped an enormous amount of 
money, and I understand they have given 
it up. 
There was a brilliant chemist up 
here at Findlay a few years ago who 
worked a great deal with aluminum. 
H e 
died in the midst of his labors, and was 
supposed to have carried some valuable 
secrets with him. 
But I don’t think he 
did. 
H e was an eiratic fellow, and did not 
work as he ought to have done. 
I do not 
think he carried his 
experiments far 
enough to discover anything that is not 
%ow known.” 


G ood B e g in n in g . 
The Rev. George Gates, President of 
Iowa College, tells in the New York Mail 
the following story: 
“In the family of a 
home missionary on the virgin prairie of 
Iowa was born a baby boy. 
A little later 
a new association of churches and minis­ 
ters were discussing the probabilities of 
beginning a college. 
The father of the 
new babv took a unique way of announc­ 
ing bis new happiness. 
H e stalked down 
the aisle and laid a new silver dollar, 
which rang true, on the table (if it was 
the communion-table it was not profane), 
saying: 
‘W hen my three-weeks-old boy 
grows up I want a college here for him to 
attend, and there’s the first dollar to found 
it.’ 
T hat boy took his seat last summer 
in the Board of Trustees of Iowa college 
(of which he is an honored alumnus) 
whose beginning was the home mission­ 
ary’s silver dollar.”

got to come considerably lower yet; 
“W hat are some of the virtues of this 
m etal ?” 
“The metal aluminum seems to have 
many advantages th at no other single 
m etal possesses. 
It combines the better 
qualities of most all. 
H ere is a little lump 
which I reduced (showing a piece, light as 
wood and resembling silver). 
You see it 
is extrem ely ligbt and of a pretty sub­ 
stance. 
Well, it is susceptible of a polish 
as lustrous as silver, and even more last­ 
ing. 
The atmosphere or water will not 
corrode or rust it. 
Since it is so much 
lighter and is so abundant, think what are 
its possibilities in this line. 
It wouldsup- 
plant tin in plating, roofing, etc. 
And 
when its cost is reduced to 50 cents or 
60 cents a pound it will more than com­ 
pete with tin. 
As an alloy to strengthen 
copper and brass it will be invaluable. 
As an allov for bronztDg it is very success­ 
ful.” 
' 
“In what quantities is it now reduced?” 
“Comparatively very small. 
The statis­ 
tics for 1887 show that 3,400 ounces were 
reduced in this country and 464 pounds 
were imported, making the annual supply 
a little over 700 pounds. 
In 1880 the sup­ 
ply reduced in this country was more than 
six times 700 pounds, and this year it will 
go still larger.” 
Another man who is also well informed 
and who is an authority on the subject, 
said : 
“It will some day supplant iron, 
steel, wood and brick. 
Mark my word, 
Cincinnati jewelers will be using it as a 
common metal before many years. 
“The cause of the present costliness of 
pure alum inum is the scarc:ty of the com­ 
pounds front which it has been reduced. 
Cryolite, which is another name for Ice­ 
land spar, has to be imported from Ice­ 
land, and other substances that have to be 
used in the ordinary processes are rare 
and costly. 
To get it in large enough 
quantities’ to compete with tin and iron, 
some way must be discovered of reducing 
it from clay. 
I can do that by a process 
which I have discovered, and I thought at 
the time when I made the discovery that 
1 had struck upon some valuable knowl­ 
edge, but I can find no way of collecting 
, the beads of aluminum which my process 
leaves scattered throughout the whole 
mass. 
I can make it from bauxite for $1 
per pound, but it will never be salable at 
more than 50 cents. 
It is so light rela­ 
tively to its mass that a given amount will 
go twice as far as tin.” 
Mr. Wood’s piece of aluminum felt light 
enough to float in water. 
H e showed the 
reporter a bit of alloy, containing nickel 
and aluminum with other metals, which 
on its polished side looked like silver. H e 
has applied for a patent to cover his pro­ 
cess of getting it out of bauxite, but the 
m atter has been pending for three years. 
“The present processes of reducing cryo­ 
lite are five,” he said. 
“The first known 
is that of Deville. 
It consists of beating 
the chloride of aluminum and passing the 
vapor over dishes holding sodium and 
heated on the lower side to a red heat. 
M etallic aluminum is found with th e . 
double chloride of sodium and aluminum. 
This mass is heated until the double salt is 
evaporated. 
W hen cold the chloride of 
sodium is removed, and the drops of alum­ 
inum are heated and pressed together. 
“The second process is the Deville by 
electrolysis. 
A crucible containing the 
compound is heated red liot and an elec­ 
tric current is passed through, separating 
the constituent parts. 
“A third process is known as the Web­ 
ster 
p ro c e ss, and is the one used by the ^ . 
Pittsburg firm. 
It consists in applying tar j L <y-,nsig 
or liquid carbon in the reduction.

A useful attribute of paper not generally 
known is for preserving ice in a pitcher of 
water. 
Fill the pitcher with ice and 
water and sel it on the center of a piece of 
paper, then gather the paper up together 
at the top and place the ends tightly 
together, placing a strong rubber band 
around the coil to hold it close, so as to 
exclude the air.

It matters not where a tourist enters 
Switzerland, w hether at 
SchaiThansen, 
Lake Constance or Buchs from the east, 
at Chiasse from the south, or Basle or Ge­ 
neva from the west, some grand scenery 
aw aits him . 
The little republic is only 
about One-third as large as Missouri, and 
inside of teu hours it can be traversed from 
side to side or end to end. 
The march of 
improvement in recent years has made 
many changes, but they are to the travel­ 
er's advantage. W illiam Tell could hardly 
Lave imagined a railway leading to the 
cloud-surrounded scene of his exploits at 
K ussnacht'and Immensee, any more than 
Lord ByroD, when commemorating Boni- 
vard’s fortitude, ccutld have fancied that 
an electric railway would some day be car­ 
rying to the spot of his hero’s trials at 
Chillón, or the monks once living around 
Pilatus thought of a locomotive puffing up 
into th at solitary fastness. 
Yet all these 
things and many more sim ilar have trans­ 
pired. 
A favorite route into Switzerland for 
Americans is from the Lower Rhine, tak­ 
ing the Black Forest road via Oftenburg to 
Sehafl hausen and from the Falls of the 
Rhine. 
The plunge of the river beneath 
the battlements of Castle Laufen is a grand 
spectacle, and gives a suggestion of what is 
to follow. 
W ithin a short distance is the 
historical city of Constance, the island of 
M ainau, where the ducal family of Baden 
pass their summers, and all the other at­ 
tractive points that skirt the shores, of the 
beautiful lake of Constance; at Rheineek, 
where the U pper Rhine enters the lake, 
diligence is taken for the favorite cure re­ 
sort, Walzeultausen; at Romanshorn, on a 
peninsula ju ttin g out into the lake, there 
is a pure air, fine scenery and excellent 
accommodations. 
The through line from 
M unich via Lindau also enters Switzer­ 
land at this point; from Rorschach the 
narrow-gauge mountain railway ascends to 
Helden, the milk-cure resort, situated up­ 
wards of 2,600 feet above the sea level, 
and commanding an outlook upon the sur­ 
rounding land and water. 
From Rors­ 
chach also one takes the train to St. G al­ 
len, three-quarters of an hour distant, and 
famous for its embroideries and for its 
having been the earlier center of educa­ 
tional and religious activity in Helvetia. 
It derives its name from an Irish monk, its 
founder. 
The Appenzelles-land, a pleas­ 
ant resort, cau be reached in two hours 
from St. Gallen, and the invalids’ resort, 
Weissbad, is not far beyond. 
From Sehafl'hausen or the lake of Con­ 
stance strangers turn to Zurich, the com­ 
mercial city of Switzerland and the an­ 
cient walled Turlcum of the Romans. 
Here is the Swiss Federal Polytechnic and 
the Uuiversity of Zurich, an educational 
ystem which attracts students of all na­ 
tionalities, and lias for centuries past made 
this city a center for scholars and men of 
letters. 
Tourists, interested at home in 
instructing the young, come in great num­ 
bers to Zurich to visit its educational in ­ 
stitutions, its libraries, its wonderful Lake 
Dweller collection aud its educational 
museum. 
For the fair sex Zurich lias an 
interest on account of its famous silk in­ 
dustry and products. 
Being built as a 
wing to an old typical Swiss town, there is 
much attractive in quaint nooks, old- 
fashioned shops and gardens. 
In the city’s 
environs is Rappersuryl, with a great 
Polish museum; the peak of Uetliberg; 
Glarus, with its im portant manufacturing 
interests, its historical memories and its 
imposing scenery and surroundings, em­ 
bracing the G laruish mountain, the Hen- 
boden Alp and the Kloen valley; Lintthal, 
the Saasberg and Kterpfstock; and, finally, 
the 
much-frequented 
alkaline-sulphur 
baths of Stachelberg, on the left bank of 
the L iuth, are all w ithin half a day’s ride. 
Einsledein, the mountain shrine, is two 
hours distant from Zurich, w hither annu­ 
ally many thousands of pilgrims from all 
over Central Europe come to worship in 
the church erected on the site of the 
ancient chapel of St. Meinrad. 
Baden is 
half an hour distant, with its casino, nu­ 
merous hotels, therm al baths and Roman 
relics—for it was known in Nero’s tim e as 
the Agita Hcheti'a. 
A bit further on the 
same railway is the ancient castle of the 
Hapsburghs, near Brugg, and, still further 
on, Sieckingen on the Rhine, the scene of 
Sehefiel’s famous “Trum peter” romance. 
■Winterthur, the city of manufacturing and 
educational importance, is one hour east­ 
ward of Zurich. 
R eturning to Zurich, the route runs di­ 
rect to the Rigl and Lucerne. 
At Goldou, where the ascent of the Rigl 
begins, there can be seen to this day the 
devastating effects of the enormous land­ 
slide of 1806, when a large piece of the 
Rossberg mountain came suddenly down, 
engulfing entire villages and nearly 500 
souls. 
The ascent of the Rigl from this 
point is interesting. 
The Klosterli and 
Staflel in turn, are passed and the car 
finally comes to a standstill at the summit, 
the Kulnt (5,500 feet above the sea). 
The 
trip from Zurich to the Kulrn is made in 
four hours, and most travelers pass at least 
one night on the summit to view the sun­ 
rise, and descend in the morning via the 
Kaltbad (whence runs a branch line to the 
Scheideck) to Y itznau and thence by boat 
to Lucerne. Opposite Lucerne, across the 
lake, is Burgenstock. 
Lucerne is the 
northern terminus of the St. Gothard 
Railway, begun in 1872, and taking ten 
years to construct. On the main line, 176 
kilometers in length, there are fifty-six 
tunnels, with an aggregate length of forty- 
one kilometers, or nearly one quarter of 
the entire distance. 
The tunnel between 
Gti'sclienen and Airolo is nine miles long 
and required nine years’ labor and 1,000,­ 
000 kilos of dynamite in its construction. 
Skirting the lake of Lucerne, passing 
Schwyz, Brunnen, Fluelen and the Altdorf, 
it commences at ErstfelJ the ascent of the 
mountain, and, via Amsteg and G urtnel- 
len, reaches Gieschenen, where the, dili­ 
gence is taken for Andermatt, Hospen- 
thal, the Gothard Ilopice, Val Tremola 
and the Furka and Oberlap passes. 
From 
Gceschenen the tunnel bring? the tourist 
to Airolo, on the southern or Italian side 
of the mountain, whence through the val­ 
ley of the Tessin the railway makes an 
easy descent to Belltnzona, Locarno, Como, 
and the resorts on the lakes of Maggiore, 
Lugano and Como. 
The Brunig Pass is the first point on the 
main line of travel from Lucerne, where 
boat runs to Alpnach, then rail to Brienz, 
and boat again to Glessbaeh and Inter­ 
laken. 
At the last place spread out the 
valleys and mountains so much written 
about. 
There are the W etterhom , the 
Junglrau, the Schreekhorn, the Fusteraar 
horn and others with white summits above 
the clouds. 
Proceeding by way of the lake 
of Thun less than two hours by rail 
brings Berne, the Federal Capital in view. 
The Parliam ent buildings, an ancient ca­ 
thedral, the bear pits and elevated pleas­ 
ure gardens are special points of interest. 
Up to Berne the way has been through 
what is known as German Switzerland, but 
beyond this the French language aud cus­ 
toms constantly attain prominence. 
At 
Fribourg is a massive cathedral and noted 
organ, and a suspension bridge, at one time 
the largest in the world. 
The city of 
Lausanne overlooks the Lake of I ¡eneva, 
and for features has the Swiss National 
Palace of Justice and the cathedral conse­ 
crated in the thirteenth century by Pope 
Gregory X. 
It is also the spot to which in 


1536 came Calvin to take part in the dis • 
cussion which finally separated the Canton 
of Vaud from Catholic Savoy ; here later 
dwelt Gibbon, the English naturalist. 
As 
a railroad center also Lausanne is im port­ 
ant, being the point from which no less 
than seven different lines take their de­ 
parture. 
The line of tourist travel for Yevev, 
Montreux, Territet, Chillón, Villeneuve, 
Bex, St. Maurice and M artignv and the 
Rhone glaciers leaves here the main line 
to Geneva, and gradually descending to 
the level of the lake, skirts its shore, pas­ 
sing through a continuous settlement of 
villas, pensions and hotels until the upper 
or eastern end of the lake is reached, 
where it branches off' into the valley of 
the upper Rhone, with its ultim ate term ­ 
inus at Brigue. 
The entire route is a 
pleasure jaunt, w hether by rail or alight­ 
ing at Vevey, 
by boat to Evian and 
thence 
back 
to Territet, Chillón and 
Villeneuve. 
From Territet, the funicular 
road ascends the mountain to Glion, at its 
summit; from Vevey an electric tramway 
skirts the lake shore as far as the historic 
castle of Chillón, which is perhaps the 
most interesting spot in the entire neigh­ 
borhood; at Villeneuve, just beyond, one 
has opportunity to note the oft-remarked 
contrast in color between the waters of the 
lake and the glacial Rhone which empties 
into it near at hand. 
Beyond this point 
nature assumes another of her varied 
forms. 
The scenery in the Rhone Valley 
gradually grows wilder and wilder; the 
vineyards are replaced bv rocky, barren 
slopes, until, on reaching Visp, the traveler 
finds himself within four hours by diligence 
of Egglshorn and the Rhone glaciers be­ 
loved of Alpine tourists and climbers, and 
celebrated in song and story for centuries 
past, 
Geneva is the Paris of Switzerland, and 
is nothing in appearance if not metropol­ 
itan. 
Its long lines of granite quays, 
ornamented with parks and shade trees and 
flanked by massive blocks of buildings; its 
bridges, its opera house, preseuted by the 
late Duke of Brunswick, its Kursaal, its 
museums, clubs, hotels, restaurants and 
cafes all combine to impress upon the 
visitor th at he is in a city which is in the 
very vanguard of modern civilization. 
A 
pure French is here spoken aud taught, 
and this fact alone has given Geneva pre­ 
eminence for centuries 
as an educational 
resort for strangers. 
There is quite a 
numerous transient population of both 
Americans aud English, as the existence 
of an English aud American church testi­ 
fies. 
O ther places of interest that will 
be touched are Neuchatel, th at has a 
history dating back to the thirteenth cen­ 
tury, and Basle, an im portant railway cen­ 
ter, with a cathedral built in the eleventh 
century. 
From the latter the return to 
Zurich is started.

THE LOTTERY 


T he average San Francisco correspond­ 
ent for the sensational press who comes up 
to Sacramento on a flying trip to report 
some meeting or convention, esteems it his 
first duty to telegraph and write about “the 
heat.” 
It makes no difference whether 
the weather is cool, balmy or hot, the 
temperature of the correspondent’s dis­ 
patches must run high, for he imagines 
that otherwise he will not he believed at 
home, and besides it is so easy to rail at 
the weather, which never strikes back. 
Thus, the Examiner correspondent speaks 
of the thermometer regeristing 100° in the 
shade in this city Tuesday. The fact is 
that the statement was carved out of pure 
fancy. The day was in no sense un­ 
comfortable, and the thermometer did not 
reach within fifteen degrees of the figure 
attributed to it by the correspondent. 
Refreshing breezes have prevailed all the 
week, 
and 
indeed, 
there 
was com­ 
plaint by visitors that they had come up 
to the Convention ill-prepared for the 
cool evenings here. There is nothing 
more steadily lied about than the tempera­ 
ture of the summer days in this city. No 
one denies that there are now and then 
hot spells, precisely as there are in all 
other parts of the State, nor that the 
average temperature is higher than at San 
Francisco; on the contrary, we boast of it 
to our credit, but the heat here is never 
so oppressive as that which the average 
San Franciscan calls “heat” in his own 
city, where 80° in that humid atmosphere 
is almost unbearable, while 90° here in a 
dry atmosphere, where 
raidation 
and 
evaporation are conserved, is by no means 
so uncomfortable as 75° in the metropolis. 
But no one suspects the San Francisco sen­ 
sational correspondent of the ability to 
speak the truth of the climate of the in­ 
terior; not that these gentlemen are will­ 
ful prevaricators, or less generous than 
the average newspaper men, but they ap­ 
pear to have acquired the habit of fault­ 
finding, which is developed abnormally 
whenever-they approach the Capital City. 
They rush about furiously in au atmos­ 
phere of the temperature of 80° for two 
or three hours in the afternoon, and at 
once proceed to dispatch to their papers 
something of heat their blood has acquired 
by 
unwonted 
exercise. These young 
gentlemen should consult thermometrical 
records and thereby conserve the truth, 
unless, indeed, it can be shown that they 
have something to gain by contortion of 
facts, in which case Sacramentan* .will not 
wish them to oflend their “bread and but­ 
ter,-’ but will ■ contentedly, read their mar- 
yelous records of heat in Sacramento, since 
they are earning a livelihood, even at tbe 
expense of verity.

BILL. 


The Attorney-General of the United 
States has given an opinion that the Con­ 
gressional lottery bill is constitutional, and 
that Congress may close the mails to any 
kind of matter bearing lottery advertise­ 
ments. 
A bill to put this embargo upon 
papers has been reported favorably in 
both houses. It may be taken as as­ 
sured that the measure will pass. Still 
there are assertions that a powerful lottery 
lobby is as Washington, and that it intends 
that the bill shall not pass. 
We do not 
believe that the lobby can defeat it; the 
Republican majority in Congress cannot 
afford to reject so just a measure. 
The 
party has always beeu the friend of all 
just, progressive and feasible reforms; it 
has never been the party of obstruction 
and will not line out a retrogressive policy 
at this late day. 
But the bill should not 
be sent to the President for his signature 
until it is carefully examined to ascertain 
if it is so worded as to cover the class of 
lottery advertisements disguised in reading 
matter. If it does not, the bill will ac­ 
complish little. The sharp, unscrupulous 
newspaper man will continue to advertise 
the lottery in the form of interviews, 
stories, and records of what he will claim 
- are facts, such as tales of lucky drawings, 
what the number of the ticket was that 
Borne poor man held that dr£w so many 
hundred thousand dollars, where he pur­ 
chased it, how he proposes to buy again 
for a drawing of a given date, and so on 
through a chapter of devices through 
which the law may be possibly evaded if it 
is not so drawn as to include all manner of 
reference to lotteries that can be construed 
into information of drawings, and invita­ 
tions to purchase or instructions where to 
procure tickete.

Th e Democracy of the Northwest lias 
diligently circulated the libel that the 
Kepnblicans of North Dakota are allies 
of the Louisiana Lottery concern, and 
stood ready to sell out to the infamous syn­ 
dicate oí gamesters. 
A fortnight ago the 
Republican State Convention of North 
Dakota assembled and adopted the most 
radical resolutions, by unanimous vote, 
against the lottery and any and all propo­ 
sitions made by it now or that it may here­ 
after make for a State charter. 
The reso­ 
lutions approved the action of Governor 
MiRerin vetoing the bill last winter, and re­ 
buked the Legislature that was so weak and 
purchasable as to pass a consenting meas­ 
ure dictated by the lottery infamy. This 
action by the Convention effectually gives 
the lie to the libel uttered by the Demo­ 
cratic press and party concerning the 
alleged alliance between the lottery and 
the Republicans. 
In the meantime, the 
Democratic Convention of Louisiana has 
assembled and indorsed the lottery, and ad­ 
vised the people to shoulder it for another 
twenty years. This stamps the party re 
the ally of the lottery, and there is no 
escape from it. 


T h e San Francisco Bulletin pays Sacra­ 
mento the compliment of saying that in no 
other instance in-»tfie political history of 
the State has there been such careful and 
well ordered arrangements for the comfort 
of a Stale Convention, as that made by 
Sacramento for the Republican State Con­ 
vention now in session in this city.

August 14th.—An enor­ 
mous flow of natural gas was struck this 
morning at Summer Land. About three 
months ago a two-inch well whs put down 
for sulphur wster and struck a strong flow 
of gas, which has since been used for 
lighting and" domestic purposes in Snmmer 
Land. About three weeks ago a syndicate 
of Santa Barbara and San Luis Obispo cap 
itaiists leased the property and commenced 
to put down a ten-inch pipe. Gas was 
struck in considerable quantity at twenty- 
eight and three-fourths teet, and this morn­ 
ing, at á depth of forty-nine feet, they 
struck a regular gusher. The pressure is 
so heavy that it cannot be capped. Experts 
estimate that ttie daily flow is abont 3,000,­ 
000 feet. It is the largest well west of the 
Mississippi.

The shooting was the result of a 
feud of long standing, McGuerk having 
been arrested two years ago as a partici­ 
pant in the lynching of a Mexican boy 
named Julian Ladou for stealing cattle.

started out of town almost together, the 
former bound for the Daulton ranch, and 
the latter ior Raymond’s, along the same 
road. 
McGuerk says he rode along be­ 
hind Wells over three miles, and finally 
attempted to pass him. Wells pulled 
large Coil’s improved revolver partly out 
of his belt. McGuerk told Wells he was 
unarmed and didn’t want any trouble. He 
says they rode along a quarter of a mile 
talking over their differences, when Wells 
suddenly jerked bis pistol and commenced 
shooting, firing four shots. Two struck 
McGuerk, one struck 
his hoise’s jaw 
Wells then assisted McGuerk back to town 
and surrendered to the officers.

“Please, sir, can I get $3 on this?” The 
speaker was a woman with a tattered dress 
and a pale, careworn face, and she was 
standing behind the little screen in a 
pawnbroker’s office on Pennsylvania ave­ 
nue that obscures the unfortunates who are 
forced to raise money on personal property 
from the outside world. As she finished 
sjieaking she took from off the third finger 
of her left hand a broad, plain gold ring 
and held it forward in a half hesitating 
sort of a way, as though she were loth to 
part with it. “It is my wedding ring,” 
she went on, adaressing the man who 
stood behind the counter, “but I must 
have money to pay my room rent or I 
will be turned out of doors. 
This is the 
last piece of jewelry I have in the world, 
and I feel as though I would sooner part 
with my life than give it up forever.” But 
the man behind the counter told her in as 
gentle a manner as possible that he 
was not conducting a pawn shop now, and 
only bought and sold goods. 
“Of course,” 
he said, “if you desire to sell it, I will 
give you its worth as old gold. Three 
dollars and twenty cents,” he continued, 
as he took the ring from a small scale 
near by. 
“What! sell my wedding ring 
for $3 20! 
Why, its worth ten million 
times that amount.” 
So, replacing the 
ring on her finger, she left the office. 
Turning to a Star reporter who stood 
near, the ex-pawnbroker said: “No busi 
ness in the world has a greater field for 
studying human nature than the pawn­ 
broker business, and I might venture to say 
without fear of contradiction that no one 
hears so many tales of desolation and de­ 
spair as the man who stands behind the 
counter and advances money on personal 
property. Not a day goes by but that we 
hear some pitiable story, and really a man 
must have a heart of stone to withstand 
some of the appeals which these people 
make. 
But our business is not confined to 
the poorer classes alone. No; not by a 
large majority. For I have among my 
patrons many people prominent in society 
circles. 
Why, look at these, for instance,” 
he continued, as he drew from a safe near 
by a small plush box in which a pair of 
diamond ear-rings sparkled. 
“These be­ 
long to one of the most prominent society 
women in Washington ; but, of course, I 
cannot tell you her name. Now these 
ear-rings probably cost when new about 
$2,000. 
They were pledged before this 
new pawnbrokers’ law went into effect, 
aud up to the present time, as you see, have 
not been redeemed nor even the interest 
paid; but I will not sell them 
and 
she knows it. 
You see, where I know par­ 
ties I never sell anything that they have 
left with me until I first notify them. You 
cannot imagine what a varied assoftment 
of articles is brought here to be pledged 
every day. One man wants to pledge a 
pair of suspenders with gold buckles; an­ 
other a silk negligee shirt; a third brings 
a pair of worn-out shoes; a woman proba­ 
bly comes in with a dress; some one want8 
money advanced on some foreign coins. 
So that you see a man to be a successful 
pawnbroker must not only be keen in a

slaughter by reason of sudden altercation, 
was the only one which Choate would ac­ 
cept. But Professor Webster and his ad­ 
visers would not agree to this line of de­ 
fense, and the consequence was that he lost 
the services of the great advocate, who 
would probably have saved liis life, had 
he lieen allowed the only method of de- j 
fcuse which accorded with liis convictions 
of policy and truth.—Arem.

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STRANGE RIDE OF M08R0WBIE JOKES

Tliere is, a« the coDjurers say, no decep­ 
tion about this tale. 
Jukes by accident 
stumbled upon a village that is well known 
to exist, though he is the only English­ 
man who has been there. 
A somewhat 
sim ilar institution used to flourish on the 
outskirts of Calcutta, and there is a story 
th a t if you go into the heart of Bikanir, 
which is in the heart of the G reat Indian 
Desert, you shall come across not a village, 
but a town, where the dead who did not 
die but may not live have established their 
headquarters. 
A nd,since it is peifectly true that in the 
same desert is a wonderful city where all 
the rich money-lenders retreat after they 
have made their fortunes (fortunes so vast 
th at the owners cannot trust even the 
strong hand of the Government to protect 
them, but take refuge in the waterless 
sands), and drive 
sumptuous 
C-spring 
barouches, and buy beautiful girls and 
decorate their places with gold and ivory 
and M inton tiles and mother-o’-pearl, I do 
not see why Juke’s tale should not be true. 
H e is a civil engineer, with a head for 
Ídaus and distances and things of that 
;ind, and he certainly would not take the 
trouble to invent imaginary traps. 
H e 
could earn more by doing his legitimate 
work. 
H e never varies the tale in the 
telling, and grows very hot and indignant 
when he thinks of the disrespectful treat­ 
m ent he received. 
H e wrote this quite 
straightforwardly at first, blit he has since 
touched 
it up in places and introduced 
Moral K -flections, thus: 


MB. JU KE BEGINS. 
In the beginning it all arose from a 
slight attack of fever. 
My work necessi­ 
tated my being in camp for some months 
between Pakpattan and M ubarakpur—a 
desolate, sandy stretch of country, as every 
one who has had the misfortune to go there 
m ay know. 
My coolies were neither more 
nor less exasperating than other gangs, and 
my work demanded sufficient attention to 
keep me from moping had I been inclined 
to so unmanly a weakness. 
On the 23d of December, 1884, I felt a 
little feverish. 
There was a full moon at 
the tim?, and, in consequence, every dog 
near my tent was baying it. 
The brutes 
assembled in twos and threes and drove me 
frantic. 
A few days previously I had shot 
one loud-mouthed singer and suspended 
his carcass in terorem about fifty yards from 
m y tent door. 
But his friends fell upon, 
fought and ultim ately devoured the body, 
and, as it seemed to me, sang their hymns 
of thanksgiving afterward with renewed 
energy. 
The light-headedness which accompanies 
fever acts differently upon diflereut men. 
My irritation gave way after a short time 
to a fixed determ ination to slaughter one 
huge black and w hite beast who had been 
foremost in song and first in flight through­ 
out the evening. Thanks to a giddy head 
I had already missed him twice with both 
barrels of my shotgun, when it struck me 
that the best plan would be to ride him 
down in the open and finish him oil with 
a hog spear. 
Tliis, of course, was merely 
th e semi-delirious notion of a fever patient, 
but I remember that it struck me at the 
tim e as being em inently practical and 
feasible. 
THE START. 
I therefore ordered my groom to saddle 
Pornic and bring him round quietly to the 
rear of my tent. 
W hen the pony was 
ready, I stood at his head prepared to 
mount and dash out as soon as the dog 
should again lift up his voice. 
Pornic, by 
the way, had not been ont of his pickets 
for a couple of days; the night air was 
crisp and chilly, and I was armed with a 
specially long and sharp pair of persuaders 
w ith which I had been rousing a sluggish 
cob that afternoon. 
You will easily be­ 
lieve, then, that when he was let go he 
went quickly. 
In one moment, for the brute bolted as 
straight as a die, the tent was left far be­ 
hind, and we were flying over the smooth, 
sandy soil at racing speed. 
In another we 
had passed the wretched dog, anth I had 
almost forgotten why it was that I had 
taken horse and hog spear. 
_ 
The delirium of fever and the excite­ 
m ent of rapid motion through the air must 
have taken away the remnant of my senses. 
I have a faint recollection of standing up 
in my stirrups and brandishing my hog 
spear at the great white moon that looked 
down so calmly on my mad gallop, and of 
'shouting challenges to the camel thorn 
bushes as they whizzed past. 
Once or 
twice, I believe’ I swayed forward on Por- 
nic’8 neck, and liteially hung on by my 
spurs, 38 the niarks next morning showed. 
The wretched beast went forward like a 
tliiD g possessed over what seemed to be a 
limitless expanse of moonlit sand. 
Next, 
I remember, the ground rose suddenly in 
front of us, and as we topped the ascent I 
saw the waters of the Sutlej shining like a 
silver bar below. T h e n . Pornic blundered 
heavily on his nose and we rolled together 
down some unseen slope. 
I must have lost consciousness, for when 
1 recovered I was lying on my stomach in 
a heap of soft w hite sand, and the dawn 
was beginning to break dimly over the 
slope down which I had fallen. 
As the 
light grew stronger I saw that I was at the 
bottom of a horseshoe shaped crater of 
sand, opening on one side directly on to 
the shoals of the Sutlej. 
My fever had 
altogether left me, and, with the excep­ 
tion of a slight dizziness in the head, I 
felt no bad effects from the fall over night. 


IN THE CRATER. 
Pornic, who was standing a few yards 
awav, was naturally a good deal exhausted, 
but had not hurt himself in the least. His 
saddle, a favorite polo one, was much 
knocked about, and had been twisted un­ 
der his lieily. 
It took me some time to 
put him to rights, and in the meantime I 
had ample opportunities of observing the 
spot into which I had so foolishly dropped. 
' At the risk of beiDg considered tedious 
1 must describe it at length, inasmuch as 
an accurate mental picture of its peculiar­ 
ities will be of m aterial assistance in en­ 
abling the reader to understand what 
follows. 
. 
Imagine, then, as I have said before, a 
horseshoe-shaped crater 
of sand 
with 
steeply graded sand walls about thirty feet 
high. 
(The slope, I fancy, must have 
been about 
sixty-five 
degrees.) 
This 
crater inclosed a level piece of land about 
fifty yards long by thirty at its broadest 
part, with a rude wall in the center. 
Round the bottom of the crater, about 
three feet from the level of the ground 
proper, ran a series of eightv-three semi­ 
circular, ovoid, square and m ultilateral 
holes, all about three feet at the mouth. 
Each hole on inspection showed that it 
•was carefully shored internally with drift­ 
wood and bamboos, and over the mouth 
a wooden drip board projected, like the 
peak of a jockey’s cap, for two feet. 
No sign of life was visible in these tun­ 
nels, but a most sickening stench pervaded 
the entire am phitheater—a stench fouler 
than any which my wanderings in Indian 
villages have introduced me to. 
H aving remounted Pornic, who was as 
anxious as I to get back to camp, I rode 
round the base of the horseshoe to find 
some place whence an exit would he prac­ 
ticable. 
The inhabitants, whoever they 
m ight be, had not thought fit to put in 
an appearance, so I was left to suy own de­ 
vices. 
My first attem pt to “rush” Pornic up 
the steep sandbanks showed me that I had 
fallen into a trap exactly on the same 
model as that which the ant lion sets 
for its prey. 
A t each step the shifting 
sand poured down from above in tin s ana 
rattled on the drip hoards of the holes 
like small shot. 
A couple of ineffectual 


sand, and I was constrained to turn my 
attention to the river bank. 
CAUGHT IN A TRAP. 
H ere everything seemed easy enough. 
The sand hills ran down to the river edge, 
it is true, but there were plenty of shal­ 
lows acrbss which I could gallop Pornic 
and find my way back to terra tirma by 
turning sharply to the right or the left. 
As I led Pornic over the sands I was 
startled by the faint pop of a rifle across 
the river, and at the same moment a bul­ 
let dropped with a shap “ whit” close to 
Pornic’s head. 
There was no mistaking the missile—a 
regulation M artini-H enry “picket.” About 
500 yards away a country boat was an­ 
chored in midstream, and a jet of smoke 
drifting awav from its bow in the still 
morning air showed me whence the deli­ 
cate attention had come. 
W as ever a re­ 
spectable gentleman in such an impasse? The 
treacherous sand slope allowed no escape 
from a spot which I visited most involun­ 
tarily, and a promenade on the river front­ 
age was the signal for a bombardment from 
some insane native in a boat. 
Pm afraid 
that I lost my temper very much indeed. 
A nother bullet reminded me that I had 
better save my breath to cool my por­ 
ridge; and I retreated hastily up the 
sands and hack to the horseshoe, where ~ 
saw that the noise of the rifle had drawn 
sixty-five human beings from the badger 
holes which I had up till that point sup­ 
posed to lie untenanted. 
I found myself 
in the midst of a crowd of spectators— 
about forty men, twenty women and one 
child who could not have been more than 
5 years old. 
They were all scantily clothed in that 
salmon-colored cloth which one associates 
with H indu mendicants, and at first sight 
gave me the impression of a band of loath 
some fakirs. 
The filth and repulsiveness 
of the assembly were beyond all descrip­ 
tion, aud I shuddered to think what their 
life in the badger holes must be. 


A RUDE RECEPTION. 
Even in these days, when local self-gov­ 
ernment has destroyed the greater part of 
a native’s respect for a Sahib, I have been 
accustomed to a certain amount of civility 
from my inferiors, and on approaching the 
crowd naturally expected that there would 
he some recognition of my presence. 
A sa 
m atter of fact there was, but it was by no 
means what I had looked for. 
The ragged crew actually laughed at 
me. 
Such laughter I hope I may never 
hear again. They cackled, yelled, whistled 
and howled as I walked into their midst, 
some of them literally throwing them ­ 
selves down on the ground in convulsions 
of unholy m irth. 
In a moment I had let 
go Pornic’s head and, irritated beyond ex­ 
pression at the morning’s adventure, com­ 
menced cuffing those nearest to me w ith 
all the force I could. 
The wretches dropped under my blows 
like niuepins and the laughter gave place 
to wails for mercy, while those yet un­ 
touched clasped me around the knees, im­ 
ploring me in all sorts of uncouth tongues 
to spare them. 
In the tum ult, and just when I was feel­ 
ing very much ashamed of myself for hav­ 
ing thus easily given way to my tenqter, a 
thin, high voice murmured in English 
from behind my shoulder: 
“S ah ib ! Sa­ 
hib! 
Do you not know m e? Sahib, it is 
Gunga Dass, the telegraph master.” 
I spun round quickly and faced the 
speaker. 
Gunga Dass (I have, of course, no hesi­ 
tation in mentioning the man’s real name) 
I had known four years before as a Dec- 
canee Brahmin lent by the Punjab Gov­ 
ernment to one of the Khalsia States. 
He 
was in charge of a branch telegraph office 
there, and when I last met him was a jo­ 
vial, full-stomached, portly Government 
servant w ith a marvelous capacity for 
making had puns in English—a peculiar­ 
ity which made me remember him long 
after I had forgotten h is services to me in 
his official capacity. 
I t is seldom that a 
H indu makes English puns. 
GUNGA DASS WAS CHANGED. 
Now, however, the man was changed 
beyond all recognition. 
Caste mark, stom­ 
ach, slate-colored continuations and unc­ 
tuous speech were all gone. 
I looked at a 
withered skeleton, turbanless and almost 
naked, with long matted hair and deep set 
codfish eyes. 
But for a crescent-shaped 
scar on the left cheek—the result of an ac­ 
cident for which I was responsible—I 
should never have known him. But it was 
indubitably Gunga Dass, and—for this I 
was thankful—an 
English-speaking na­ 
tive who might at least tell me the mean­ 
ing of all 1 had gone through that day. 
The crowd retreated to some distance as 
I turned towards the miserable figure and 
ordered him to show me some method of 
escaping from the crater. 
H e held a 
freshly plucked crow in his hand, and in 
reply to my question climbed slowly on a 
platform of sand which ran in front of the 
holes, and commenced lighting a fire there 
in silence. 
. 
Dried bents, sand poppies and driftwood 
burn quickly, and I derived much conso­ 
lation trorn "the fact that he lit them with 
an ordinary sulphur match. 
W hen they 
were in a bright glow, and the crow was 
neatly spitted in front thereof,Gunga Dass 
began without a word of preamble: 
“There are only two kinds of men, sar. 
The alive and the dead. 
W hen you are 
dead you are dead, but when you are alive 
you live.” 
(H ere the crow demanded his 
attention for an instant as it twirled be­ 
fore the fire in danger of being burned to 
a cinder.) 
“If you die at home and do 
not die when you come to the ghat to be 
burned, you coiné here.” 
The nature of the reeking village was 
made plain now, and all that I had known 
or read of the grotesque and the horrible 
paled before the fact just communicated by 
the ex-Brahntin. Sixteen years ago, when 
I first landed in Bombay, I had been told 
by a wandering Armenian of the existence 
somewhere in India of a place to which 
such Hindus as had the misfortune to re­ 
cover from trance or catalepsy were con­ 
veyed and kept, and I recollect laughing 
heartily at what I was then pleased to con­ 
sider a travelers tale. 
Sitting at the bottom of the sand trap 
the memory of Watson's Hotel, with its 
swinging punkahs, white-robed attendants 
and the sallow-faced Armenian rose up in 
my mind as vividly as a photograph and I 
burst into a loud fit of laughter. 
The con­ 
trast was too absurd! 
GUNGA DASS* STORY. 
Gunga Dass, as he bent over the unclean 
bird, watched me cautiously. 
Hindus 
seldom laugh, and histsnrroundings were 
not such as to move Gunga Dass to any 
undue excess of hilarity. 
H e removed 
the crow solemnly from the wooden spit 
and as solemnly devoured i t 
Then he 
continued his story, which I give in his 
own words: 
“In epidemics of the cholera you are 
carried to be burnt almost before you are 
dead. 
When you come to the riverside 
the cold air, perhaps, makes you alive, and 
then if you are only little alive, mud is 
put on vour 
nose and mouth and you die 
conclusively. If you are rather more alive, 
more mud’ is pu t; but if you are too 
lively they let you go and take you away. 
“I was too lively, and made protestation 
with anger against the indignities that 
they endeavored to impress upon me. 
In 
those days I was Brahmin and proud man. 
Now I am dead man and e a t'—here he 
eyed the well gnawed breast bone with 
the first sign of emotion th at I had seen 
in him since we met—“crows and other 
things. 
They took me from my sheets 
when they saw th at I was too lively and 
gave me medicines for one week, and I 
survived successfully. Then they sent me 
by rail from my ¡dace to Okara Station, 
with a man to take care of me, and at 
Okara Station we met two other men and 
they conducted we three on camels, in the 
night from Okara Station to this place, 
and they propelled me from the top to the 
bottom, and the other two succeeded, and 


I have been here ever since— two and a 
half years. 
Once I was Brahm in and 
proud man, and now I eat crows.” 
“There is no way of getting out ?’’ 
“None ot what kind at all. 
W hen I 
first came I made experiments frequently, 
and all the others also, but we have always 
succumbed to the sand which is precipi­ 
tated upon our heads.” 
“But surely,” I broke in at this point, 
“the river front is open, and it is worth 
while dodgiDg 
the 
bullets, 
while 
at 
night 
” 
MAKES HIM LAUGH. 
I had already matured a rough plan ot 
escape which a natural instinct of selfish­ 
ness forbade me sharing witli Gunga Dass. 
He, 
however, 
divined 
my 
unspoken 
thought almost as soon as it was formed, 
and to my intense astonishment gave vent 
to a Icng, low chuckle of derision—the 
laughter, be it understood, of a superior, 
or at least an equal. 
“You will not”—he had dropped the 
sir completely after his opening sentence— 
“make any escape that way. 
But you can 
try. 
I have tried. 
B ut ouce only.” 
The sensation of nameless terror and 
abject fear which I had in vain attempted 
to strive against overmastered me com­ 
pletely. 
My long fast—it was now close 
upon 10 o’clock, and I had eaten nothing 
since tiffin on the previous day—combined 
with the violent and unnatural agitation 
of the ride had exhausted me, and I verily 
hglieve that for a few minutes I acted as 
one mad. 
I hurled myself against the 
pitiless sand slope. 
I ran round the base 
of the crater, blaspheming and praying by 
turns. 
I crawled out among the sedges of 
the river front, only to be driven back each 
time in an agony of nervous dread by the 
rifle bullets that cut up the sand around 
me—for I dared not face the death of a 
mad dog among that hideous crowd—and 
fiually fell, spent and raving at the curb of 
the well. 
No one had taken the slightest notice of 
an exhibition which makes me blush hotly 
even when I think of it now. 
Two or three men trod on my panting 
body as they drew water, but they were 
evidently used to this sort of thing, and 
had no time to waste upon me. 
The situ­ 
ation was hum iliating. 
Gunga Dass, in­ 
deed, when he had banked the embers of 
his tire w ith sjpd, was at some pains to 
throw half a cupful of foetid water over 
my head, an attention for which I could 
have fallen on my knees and thanked him, 
but he was laughing all the while in the 
same mirthless, wheezy key that greeted 
me on my first attem pt to force the shoals. 
And so, in a semi-comatose condition, I 
lay till noon. 


A WRETCHED MEAL. 
Then, being only a man after al!, I felt 
hungry, and intim ated as much to Gunga 
Dass, whom I had begun to regard as my 
natural protector. 
Following the impulse 
of the outer world when dealing with na­ 
tives, I put my hand into my pocket and 
drew out four annas. 
The absurdity of 
the gift struck me at once and I was about 
to replace the money. 
Gunga Dass, however, was of a different 
opinion. 
“Give me the money,” said he. 
“A ll you have, or I will get help and we will 
kill y o u !” 
All this as if it were the most 
natural thing in the world. 
A Briton’s first impulse, I believe, Í3 to 
guard the contents of his pockets; but a 
moment’s reflection convinced me of the 
futility of differing with the one man who 
had it in his power to make me comforta­ 
ble, and with whose help it was possible 
that I m ight eventually escape from the 
crater. 
I gave him all the money in my 
possession, Rs., 9-8-5— nine rupees, eight 
annas and five pie—for I always keep 
small change as bakshish when I am in 
camp. 
Gunga Dass clutched the coins and hid 
them at once in his ragged loin cloth, his 
expression changiug to something diaboli­ 
cal as he looked round to assure himself 
that no one had observed us. 
“Now I will give you something to eat,” 
said he. 
W hat pleasure the possession of my 
money could have afforded him I am un­ 
able to say ; but inasmuch as it did give 
him evident delight I was not sorry that I 
parted with it so readily, for I have no 
doubt that he would have had me killed 
if I had refused. 
One does not protest 
aeainst the vagaries of a den of wild 
beasts; and my companions were lower 
than any beasts. 
W hile I devoured what Gunga Dass had 
provided, a coarse chapatti and a cupful of 
the foul well water, the people showed not 
the faintest sign of curiosity—that curios­ 
ity which is so rampant, as a rule, in an 
Indian village. 
_ 
I could even fancy that they despised 
me. 
At all events they treated me with 
the most chilling indifference, and Gunga 
Dass was nearly as bad. 
I plied him with 
questions about the terrible village, and 
received extremely unsatisfactory answers. 
So far as I could gather, it had been in ex­ 
istence from time immemorial—whence I 
concluded that it was at least a century 
old—and during that tim e no one had ever 
been known to escape from it. 
(I had to 
control myself here with both hands, lest 
the blind terror should lay hold of me a 
second time and drive me raving round 
the crater.) 
Gunga Da-- took a malicious 
pleasure in emphasizing this point and in 
watching me wince. Nothing that I could 
do would induce him to tell me who the 
mysterious “They” were. 
“It is so ordered,” he would reply, “and 
I do not yet know any one who has dis­ 
obeyed the orders.” 
O nly wait till my servants find that I 
am missing,” 1 retorted, “and I promise you 
that this place shall be cleared off the face 
of the earth, and I'll give you a lesson in 
civility, too, my friend.” 
“Y our servants would be torn in pieces 
before they came near this place; and, be­ 
sides, you are dead. my dear friend. 
It is 
not your fault, of course, but none the less 
vou "are dead and buried.” 
A t irregular intervals supplies of food, I 
was told, were dropped down from the 
landsideinto the am phitheater and the 
inhabitants fought for them like wild 
beasts. 
W hen a man felt his death com­ 
ing on he retreated to his lair and died 
there. 
The body was sometimes dragged 
out of the hole and thrown on the sand 
or allowed to rot where it lay. 
The phrase “thrown on 
the 
sand” 
caught my attention, and I asked Gunga 
Dass whether this sort of thing was not 
likely to breed a pestilence. 
“That,” said he, with another of his 
wheezy chuckles, “you may see for your­ 
self subsequently. 
You will have much 
time to make observations.” 


NO ESC ATE. 
W hereat, to his great delight, I winced 
once more, and hastily continued the con­ 
versation: 
“And how do you live here 
from da j to day ? 
W hat do you do ?” 
The question elicited exactly the same 
answer as before—coupled w ith the infor­ 
mation that “this place is like your Euro­ 
pean heaven; there is neither marrying 
nor giving in marriage.’’ 
Gunga Dass had been educated at a mis­ 
sion school, and. as he himself admitted, 
had he only changed his religion “like a 
wise man,” m ight have avoided the living 
grave which was now his portion. 
But 
as long as I was with him I fancy he was 
happy. 
H ere was a Sahib, a representative of 
the dominant race, helpless as a child and 
completely at the mercy of his native neigh­ 
bors. 
In a deliberate, lazy way he set him ­ 
self to torture me as a schoolboy would 
devote a rapturous half hour to watching 
the agonies of an impaled beetle, or as a 
ferret in a blind burrow might glue him ­ 
self comfortably to the neck of a rabbit. 
The burden of his conversation was that 
there was no escape “of no kind whatever,” 
and th at I should stay here until I died 
and was “thrown on the sand.” 
If it were 
possible to forejudge the conversation of 
the damned on the advent of a new soul 
in their abode, I should say that they 
would speak as Gunga Dass did to me 


throughout that long afternoon. 
I was 
powerless to protest or answer, all my en­ 
ergies being devoted to a struggle against 
the inexplicable terror that threatened to 
overwhelm me again and again. 
I can 
compare the feeling to nothing except 
i the struggles ot a man against the over- 
i powering nausea of the Channel passage— 
only my agony was of the spirit and infin­ 
itely more terrible. 
As the day wore on the inhabitants be­ 
gan to appear in full strength to catch 
the rays of the afternoon sun, which were 
now sloping in at the month of the crater. 
They assembled in little knots and talked 
among themselves without even throwing 
a glance in my direction. 
About four 
o’clock, as far as I could judge, Gunga 
Dass rose and dived into his lair for a 
moment, emerging with a live crow in his 
hands. 
The wretched bird was in a most 
deplorable condition, but seemed to he in 
no way afraid of its master. 
Advancing cautiously to the river front, 
Gunga Dass stepped from tussock to tus­ 
sock until he had reached a smooth patch 
of sand directly in the line of the boat’s 
tire. 
The occupants of the boat took no 
notice. 
H ere he stopped, and with a 
couple of dexterous turns of the wrist 
pegged the bird on its back with out­ 
stretched wings. 
As was only natural, the crow began to 
shri ík at once and beat the air with its 
claws. 
In a few seconds the clamor had 
attracted the attention of a bevy of wild 
crows on a shoal a few hundred yards 
away, where they were discussing some­ 
thing that looked like a corpse. 
H alf a 
dozen crows flew over at once to see what 
was going on, and also, as it proved, to 
attack the pinioned bird.

T H E CH IC K A SA W COUNTRY. 


Xtiv.il P o llin g P la c es for th e E lectio n of 
a G overnor. 
A rdmobe, August 14th.—News has been 
received here oí the Chickasaw election 
from the Oaplaud polling place, in Pickens 
county, yesterday. 
Everything in the 
county passed oil ouietly. The polls were 
opened early in the morning by the full- 
b lx d party, and the first squaw-man who 
attempted to vote was refused the privilege. 
O ther squaw-men made the same attempt, 
and met with the same experience. 
The squaw-men, about 100 in number, 
hel 1 a (oun i , and were addressed by Geo. 
l ’eunel1, the Indian Agent, who advised 
peaceful measures, and instructed them to 
put un a poll of their own, and told them 
he would recognize their Judges of Elec­ 
tion so lar as ceitifviDgto the returns went. 
Tne squaw-men acted upon his advice, 
and erected a poll, at which all the white 
m en voted. Close by was the Indian poll, 
and every one with Chickasaw blood in him 
votea tuere. Meanwhile Governor Bird’s 
m ilitia and Indian police and a United 
States Marshal stood guard, and no dis- 
tu-l'anoe of any kind occurred. 
The vote at the squaw-men s polls ex­ 
ceeded itie Indian votes, and Sam Paul is 
sure to be Governor if the squaw-men’s 
votrs are counted. Most of the Indians 
voted for Governor Bird, but a few cast 
tb °'r ballots for Paul. 
N ws fr m Tishamingo is to the effect 
that bloodshed was also prevented there by 
erecting separate polls. The Indian vote 
in Tishamingo county is larger than the 
w hite vote. 
The plan of the squaw-men is to con­ 
test the election and carry their returns to 
the Indian Court. If the Indian Court ad­ 
judges the squaw-men to be aliens, then 
they must be citizens, and as such they will 
appeal to the Federal Court. The "latter 
will then decide as to whether they are 
U nited States citizens or not, and thus 
fit ally decide the question. 


SUCCESS OF THE INDIAN PARTY. 
W ynw ood (1. T.), 
August 14th. — A 
runner arrived early this morning, after 
traveling fifty miles, from Stonewall. He 
reports that a row was narrowly averted at 
that place, and hostilities only prevented by 
superior 
forces at 
the 
command 
of 
Governor Byrd, who so overawed the dis­ 
franchised whites that after some display 
of arms they prudently withdrew. Stone­ 
w all was the largest voting place and was 
the center of interest in the election. 
Both candidates for Governor, Sam Paul 
and W illiam Byrd, were at the polls all 
day. 
Each had" a large num ber of men at 
his back. Paul’s supporters were the dis­ 
franchised whites, while the full-bloods 
and most of the half breeds were for Byrd. 
T he latter also had 114 militia under his 
pay. Everybody was heavily armed, and 
when the polls opened m stters looked 
serious. 
Governor 
Byrd 
brought the 
m ilitia about the polls, forming a circle 
about it. The first squaw m an was refused 
the privilege of voting and retired. 
The whites gathered their forces, and for 
a time it looked as if they meant battle, but 
Byrd with hi» militia stood firm, and the 
whites, seeing they wou d be worsted in 
the fight, left, and Byrd and his m ilitary 
ran things to suit themselves, aDd even 
prevented those Indians from voting whom 
they knew were for Paul. The result was 
100 for Byrd. 6 for Paul and 15 for Burris 
(Ind ) 
Enough is known to assure Byrd s elec­ 
tion and the snccess of the so called Indian 
treaiv, but the election is b o u D d to be con­ 
tested.

It was 3 o’clock before the firemen got 
contro!, and this was not nntil an immense 
warehouse, the distillery proper, cattle 
sheds and slaughter-houses, and pork- 
packing establishment of Conrad & Seiler, 
adjoining, were completely destroyed. 
The pork packing company’s loss will be 
$50,000. The total loss to the Kentucky

B o s to n , August 14th.—The Grand Army 
Encampm ent was called to order at 11 
o'clock. Past Commander-in-Chief M er­ 
rill presented the report of the Pension 
Committee, which was adopted with a 
vote of thanks. 
The report of the Pension Committee de­ 
tails the work of its members in securing 
and aiding pension legislation in Congress, 
and in its successful efforts in regard to the 
disability pension bill that became a law 
Julv 27th. 
This law, says the report, 
while not in the precise form of the bill 
presented by the committee, preserves the 
mo9t im portant features thereon, and is the 
most liberal pension measure ever passed 
bv any legislative body in the world, and 
will place upon the rolls all survivors of 
the war whose conditions of health are 
not practically perfect. 
General Sherman then, in a feeling ad­ 
dress. presented a beautiful chandelabra, 
clock and mantel ornam ents to Comrade 
W arren, who eloquently responded.

S p irited D iscu ssion O ver th e N ew E le c ­ 
tion B ill. 


W a s h in g t o n , August 14th.—The Repub­ 
lican Senatorial caucus to-night was the 
most im portant held. It was a very in­ 
harm onious meeting. 
Quay aud Cameron both made speeches, 
and stroDgly represented the political in­ 
expediency of doing anything with the 
Federal election bill at present, and urged 
the necessity of an early adjournm ent from 
a party standpoint. 
Aldrich, also on the side of the House 
who desire an adjournment, was spokes­ 
man for those Senators who view the em ­ 
barrassment and delay over the tariff bill 
a3 outweighing all other consideration in 
deciding the policy to be pursued. 
Plum b also spoke, and it is understood 
opposed the election bill out and out, for 
the friends of the bill which caused these 
numerous caucuses. 
Hoar and Spencer were its champions. 
The latter made a strong speech, which 
some denominated as “reading the riot 
act.” 
H e warned the Senators that they 
must meet the issue squarely. The elec­ 
tions bill m ust be passed at this session or 
not at all. 
It would lie futile to go before 
the country with any statement that this 
bill would be passed at the short session. 
It was of supreme importance that it 
should be passed at once. 
His rem arks brought out sharp retorls 
from the opponents of the bill. The dis­ 
cussion showed that there was a greater 
num ber of Senators than had been gener­ 
ally supposed who, from one reasun or 
another, are willing to adjourn without the 
elections bill being voted upon. The num ­ 
ber of these Senators is placed at fitteen. 
Finally, about half-past 10, an adjourn­ 
m ent was proposed and finally forced by a 
majority vote.

T h e G overn m en t W ill M ake No E ffort to 
B u y C heap. 


W a s h in g to n , August 14th.—The Direc­ 
tor of the Mint said this afternoon that he 
expected to purchase 500,000 ounces of sil­ 
ver to-morrow, and expects to a pay a trifle 
more than the London m arket rate for it.

IN THE SENATE. 
W a s h in g to n , August 14th.—I n the Senate 
the tariff bill was taken up. the pending ques­ 
tion being on Vest’s amendment to reduce the 
duty on tin plate. 
Mitchell addressed the Senate in defense of 
the high protective system as a policy to which 
the Republican party stands committed. He 
discussed in detail, and generally iu terms of 
commendation, the billas reported by the Fi­ 
nance Committee, qualifying his commenda­ 
tion, however, on the sugar question, and ex- 
Sressing theopiu'on that the provisions of the 
louse bill on that point were preferable to 
those recommended by the Finance Commit­ 
tee. 


Plumb gave notice of an amendment which 
he would offer, to strike out the provisions im­ 
posing a duty on tin plate and add a provision 
to pay to the manufacturers of tin plate made 
in toe United States a bounty of one cent per 
pound. He expressed great doubt as to the 
effect of the proposition of the Finance Com­ 
mittee. He doubted very much that it would 
permanently introduce into this countrv the 
the manufacture of tin plates in quantities suf­ 
ficient for domestic consumption. He had no 
doubt that in time, it the manufacture of plates 
were entered upon in this country, one of the 
results would be to reduce the pr.ee", but he did 
not fiud in the present sitnatiou any ground for 
a reasonab'e presumption that there would be. 
iu one year or five years or 
ten 
years, 
enough tin 
plates 
made 
in 
the United 
States 
to 
meet 
the 
local 
demand. 
He 
was willing to "beg off ' and to ask those men 
who were now preparing to manufacture tin­ 
plate not to exercise the power which they had 
zot in the American Congress, and not to force 
an increase ot dmy on all .tinware used in the 
country, on every tin cup, on every tin plate 
and coffee-pot, and on every yard ot tin roofing 
in the United Slates, and iustead of increased 
duty to take a bounty of 1 cent per pound, or 
two cents if necessary. If they were reasonable 
men, they ought to he willing to do that. 
After considerable debate, a vote was taken 
aDd Vest's amendment rejected. 
Plumb offered an amendment of which he 
had given notice—to strike out the clause im­ 
posing a duty of 2 2 10 cents per pound on tin 
p la te -reserving the other part of the proposi­ 
tion as to the bounty, but finally withdrew it 
and offered aoother, making the duty on tin 
plate 1 cent per pound, and providing a bounty 
of 1 cent per pound on tin-plate manufacturers 
iu the United States. 
Without action on the amendment the Senate 
adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W a s h in g to n , Angust 14th.—In the House the 
first business in order was the vote on sustaining 
the decision of the Chsir aud overruling the 
poin of order made by Springer, of Illinois, that 
the Nat McKay relief bill must be considered 
In Committee of the Whole. 
The decision was sustained by the following 
vote: Ayes 114, noes 3‘, the Speaker counting 
the quorum.

EA ST E R N FR U ITS. 


T h eir S h ortage W ill M ake P rices N eces­ 
sarily B ig h . 


S p r i n g f i e l d (Mass.), August 14tb.—TLe 
New England Hometlead says: Apples are 
scarce and more costly this season than 
they have been for m any years. 
There was but half a crop of winter fruit 
in the iamous Annapolis valley of Nova 
Scotia, and a still greater reduction in the 
apple belt of Southern and Western O nta­ 
rio and Michigan. 
In Maine and the limited sections of 
Vermont and New H am pshire there was 
but a fair yield. 
Throughout Southern 
New England, 
New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
the interior States generally the promise of 
w inter fruit is worse than was ever before 
known. 
The great apple bel! ot W estern New 
York has hardly any crop whatever and 
curiously enough there is an area in Mis­ 
souri and Kansas, within a radius of 100 
miles of Kansas City, in which tnere is a 
phenomenal crop of winter apples of fine 
quality. The Eastern buyers are already 
gobbling it up at a good price 
The sum m er and fall apples are also 
short and command good prices. Peaches 
are practically a failure in Southern Onta­ 
rio and Michigan, as well as in the South­ 
ern States and Connecticut. 
Pears aud plums yield unevenly, but 
far below the average crop. Grapes, how­ 
ever. are an imnier.se crop, save in sections 
of New Jersey and the South, where the 
black rot is playing havoc with the fruit. 
The scarcity of other fruits will sustain the 
m arket for grapes. 


VICTORY FO R T H E S H IP P E R S . 


A n A m eu d in en t to th e N ew B ill o f L ad ­ 
ing A d op ted. 


C h ic a g o , August 
14th.—The shippers 
throughout the United States have gained 
a victory over the railroads in securing a 
modification of the nuiform bill of lading. 
The concession made by the carriers con­ 
sists in the striking out of the words “not 
negotiable,” against which the chief com­ 
plaint was made. At the meeting of the 
joint committee of the trunk line and the 
Central Traffic Association and representa­ 
tives of the lake and rail lines, which was 
held in this city to-day, the subject was 
fully discussed in the light of the ob­ 
jections raised by the commercial organiza­ 
tions of the country. 
Some threatened to discontinue the use 
of the new bill of lading unless it were 
adopted by all the lines, as the shippers 
were now discrim inating in favor of the 
Grand Trunk, W abash and the four lake 
lines tbat refused to adopt it in its present 
form. 
Chairman Blanchard, of the Central Traf­ 
fic Association, strongly recommended the 
words “not negotiable” be stricken out. 
The recommendation wa3 unanimously 
concurred in, and thus amended the bill of 
lading was adopted by all the lines, to take 
effect September 1st. 
Representatives of the Grand Trunk and 
W abash accepted this new form, as also did 
all the lake lines. 
No action was taken in 
regard to the other objections that have 
been urged against the bill of lading, but 
the perm anent committee on a nniform 
bill of lading was instructed to take them 
up at the earliest possible day. 
This practically settles the fight over the 
nniform bill of lading. The amendm ent 
makes it negotiable paper. Bankers will 
no longer refuse to advance money on it.

P a n a m a , Angust 14th.—The Nación of 
Buenos Ayres says another illegal issue of 
paper currency, beyond that of the ad­ 
m itted $9 000,000, has been made, and now 
that it has been discovered the Argentine 
Congress is making haste to legalize the 
fraud. 


B u e n o s A y r e s . August 14th—The Gov­ 
ernm ent intends to prevent the militia drill 
in Cordova, even if it is forced to compel 
the Governor of the province to resign. 
It 
is also determined tbat nothing shall pre­ 
vent the forced liquidation of the provin­ 
cial national banks which violate the forms 
of their charter. The Government will re­ 
veal the truth as regards the financial posi­ 
tion of the country. This depresses affairs 
now, but affords hope of a real im prove­ 
ment in the future.

N e w Y 'o r k , August 14th.—Four Euro­ 
pean steamers arrived yesterday, landing 1,­ 

Among the passengers on 
the W isconsin were 80 Mormons, en route to 
Utah. There was a beautiful 17-year-old 
girl from England, Elizabeth Gee. She 
was a convert and was on her way to join 
her father, a Mormon. 
His conversion 
twelve years ago caused his wife to die of 
grief. 
Eiizabeth was turned away by her 
relatives, and her father sent an elder to 
convert the girl, and he succeeded. On 
the way over the passengers dissuaded 
Elizabeth from going to Utah, but the elder 
was furious and denounced them , but in 
vain.
